By Supreme Effort, Brain Re- 
asserts Control Over In- 
sensible Leg. 





STRUGGLE LASTS DAYS 





Thrill Came With First Flutter 
Showing Return of Con- 
sciousness, 





Physicians at the City Hospital are 
absorbed in watching the process by 
which the brain of George T. Moss is 
slowly but surely extending the froritiers 
of ite empire throughout his body, in 
which it was almost completely de- 
throned ten weeks ago by an accident 
which half severed his spinal cord in 
three places. 

Moss, who is 29 years old, and who 
lived at 3140 Lafayette avenue, was as- 
sisting a neighbor in wrecking a house, 
Feb. 27, when a partition collapsed and 
bent him into a letter ‘‘V’’ under tons 
of debris. 

When he -was examined at the hos- 
it was found that his backbone 
had been snapped, three vertebrae be- 
ing splintered and the fragments 
crushed into the spinal cord. 

Delicate Operation, 

An operation was performed, one of 
the most delicate in surgery, called 
laminectomy. The posterior halves of 
the three injured vertebrae were re- 
moved, and the covering of the cord 
was sewed up with silk. No attempt 
was made to mend the delicate cord it- 
self, but it was left to its own process

Moss was paralyz

ed from the base of 
his ribs to hig feet. A pin thrust into 
his legs produced no sensation. All con- 
nection between the lower half of his 
body and his brain seemed. severed, the 
doctors believed, permanently. 

For five days after the operation Moss 
lay on his stomach, with a dozen pillows 
under him and his arms strapped down 
to prevent his moving. The only mo- 
tion of which he was capable was roll- 
ing his head from side to side. 

In a Cast Three Weeks. 

His body was then enclosed in a 
plaster cast, which-he wore three weeks. 
By that time the bones which had been 
removed were replaced with tough car- 
tilage, and the two-inch rent in the 
covering of the cord was healed. 

He then began the task, which he had 
once mastered in early infancy, of teach- 
ing his members obedience to his wil!. 
For hours he lay, he says, with his 
mind concentrated on a determination 
to force his right leg to move. He will 
never forget the thrill he felt, he says, 
when, after several days, he could de- 
tect a silght flutter of movement about 
the hip joint. 

By indefatigable efforts of the will, 
he was able first to repeat and then to 
increase the flutter to a definite mo- 
tion of perhaps an inch. Today, several 
weeks later, he is in high spirits over 
his ability to move his knee and wriggle 
his toes. 

Will Begin on Other Leg. 

His left leg is still an alien to the 
sway of his brain, but he will begin re- 
' ducing it to obedience soon. 

With the return of power to stir his, 
leg, its susceptibility to pain returned, | 
but as yet only to a slight degree. A 
sharp pin prick causes him only a dull 
pain, but he can detect the passage of a 
hand over any part of his body. 

The sp:nal column has had to be re- 
taught its office of supporting the trunk 
in an upright position. When its 
strength was sufficient, he was placed 
in a reclining chair, tilteq at an angle 
of 4 degrees. Day by day the chair 
was raised and the backbone gradually 
jearhed its duty, until now he can sit 
erect without support for several min. 
utes at a time. 

The physicians have every hope for 
the complete recovery of their remarka- 
ble patient, of whose life they despaired 
at first. They say that hi# convalescence 
will be a matter of months, owing to 
the difficulty with which the tender 
fiber of the apinal cord renews itself.

Money Lender Says Client 
“Played the Baby Act” to 
Evade Payment. 





J. Brooks Johnson, millionaire money 
lender to the millionaires of St. Louis, 
a jury 
in Justice O’Hallaron’s court in a suit 
which he had brought to force Dr. Ber- 
nard Manovill of 1239 Clara avenue to 
The jury not only

pay a claim of $115. 
refused to allow Mr. Johnson’s’claim, 


but returned a verdict for $205.50 in favor 
of the physician, being the amount he 
had overpald on the loan at the Johnson 
rates of interest. 

1js. Manovill. admitted that he bor- 
rowed $240 from Johnson from April, 
194, to January, 1907. He repaid, he 
said, all but $115, and alleged that during 
the time he was paying it back he paid 
$205.50 more than the claim, at a legal 
rate of interest. 

Five Per Cent a Week. 

According to Dr. Manovill he borrowed 
$100 April 15, 1904, and paid interest at 
the rate of 5 per cent a week for 37 
weeks, $85 in all. He borrowed several! 
smalier sums at different periods, pay- 
ing the same rate of interest, he avers. 

He says he continued paying on his 
loans until January, at which time he 
found that he had paid to Johnson $445.20 
on the $240 loan and still owed $115. He 
claimed that $205.50 was the amount of 
the usurious interest he had been 
charged, and the jury so decided. John- 
son appealed the case. 

Johnson says that he 
Dr. Manovill any money until Jan. 16, 
1908. He says the physician paid 330 
Feb. 15 and then “played the baby act” 
to get out of paving the balance. 

Johnson is reputed to be worth $3,000 
000 and is happiest when: he is in the 
thick of a lawsuit. He has been 
thorn in the side of the United Rail- 
ways Co. In the capacity of a stock- 
holder he has forced the street railway 
company to produce a carload of books 
for examination. He has bought a lurge 
amount of judgments against the old 
Transit Co. and is suing the big stock- 
to

force them to pay these judgments. 

His suit is bruught on the theory thet 
the Transit Co. had to pay its debts 
before the stockholders were entitled to 
anything. As the stockholders got two 
shares of United Railways shares for 
each of their five shares of Transit 
stock, he contends that they did get 
something and that the creditors were 
shut out. He expects to rin his suit 
and force the payment ot@iany judg- 
ments which are now considered worth- 
less. 

Seldem Los-s a Suit. 

Johnson se!cdom loses a lawsuit. be- 
cause he fights always to the end. The 
case in Justice O’Hallaron’s court is one 
of the very few that have been de- 
cided against him. 

Many of the richest people in St. Louis 
borrow money from Johnson and do not 
complain about his rates of interest. 
During the trial of one of Johnson's 
suits against the United Ratiways he 
was on the witness stand, being exam- 
ined by Judge Priest. 

‘‘Let me see,”’ said Judge Priest, dan- 
gling his nose glasses in his hand,” 
you are a money lender, aren't you, Mr. 
Johnson?" 

“Yes, I am a money lender, aren't 
you?’ retorted Johnson, Judge Priest, 
would you like to know t whm I lan 
money ?’’ 

“Oh, no, I 
answered Judge 
chuckled. 

At One Desk 20 Years. 

Until a few days ago Johnson occupied 
a amall office on the third floor of the 
Roe Building. Recently he took a larger 
office on the fifth floor. He boasts tha: 
the furniture f his office, bought twenty 
years ago, cost him less than $5. He sat 
at an old desk, which was one of his 
principal office fixtures, and during the 
last twenty years wrote checks for many 
millions of dollars. 

Johnson owns stock in nearly every 
big money-making institution in §t. 
Louls and has much valuable real es- 
tate In St. Louls and elsewhere. 

He is frugal to a remarkable ex. 
tent, but he has given his children the 
very best literary and musical educa- 
tions that money can buy. His sons 
and daughters are all accomplished mu- 
sicilans, and have traveled extensively in 
Europe and studied In the best conserva. 
tories of the Old World. He is now 
living, with his faraily, at the Hamilton 
Hotel. He is regarded as one of the 
shrewdest bargain drivers in St. Louis. 
and frankly tells the men with whom 
he deals that he is going to get the best 
of the trade if he can. 

Every time a rich man runs short of 
funds he knows that he can get a joan 
from Johnson. Very few of his custom. 
ers complain at what the accommoda.-

An elderly woman and a young won.- 
an, apparently 20 years old, rang the 
bell at ‘ihe Duncan home later. 

“We have come for the baby,’’ 
elderly woman told Mrs. Duncan. It 
Was explained by Mrs. I%uncan that 
the matter of the dispvosal of the little 
girl was now in the hands of the fiu- 
mane Society, and that she was only 
its custodian, and that requests for it 
must be made to the Humane agent. 
When the elderly woman insisted on 
taking the baby, at the same time cau- 
tioning Mrs. Duncan to not aliow it to 
be given publicity, she was told that 
negotiations must be with the humane 
officers. 

The women visited Humane Officer E. 
A. Thomas and the younger woman 
made formal application for the baby, 
but refused to give her name. Seven 
other applications for adoption have 
been made. 

The future home of the little one will 
probably be decided upon Monday night 
at a meeting of the Executive Board of 
the Humane Society.

Mrs. Galer said she had decided not to 
adopt the child because she found too 
many obstacles. She said she and her 
daughter desired to have the child for 
companionship.

CHICAGO, April 18.—By the loss ,of 
a coin $100,000 worth of South Side 
Litiga- 
tion now pending revealed the facts. 
Within 15 minutes Roy Jones and 
George Little, who for vears had been 


amicable partners, fell out, decided to 
break. flipped a silver dollar for their 
holdings and parted. 

They owned four of the most lucra- 
tive corners south of the loop and 
from the income both amassed for- 
tunes. Then over a trivial matter— 
the discharge of an employe—they 
split. -Jones called Little into his of- 
fice to talk the matter over. 

“We've got to agree to disagree,” 
said Jones. “Name your terms and

“The stradge mental condition of a large sec- 
tion of the Democratic party is shown by three 
accusations recently lodged against Gov. Johnson 
o* Minnesota by those who are opposed to his 
nomination for the Presidency. 

Mr. Johnson is said in the first place to be 
making a fight upon Mr. Bryan. In the second 
place, he is said to be put forward by his friends 
as a mere winner without reference to other 
qualifications. Thirdly, there 18 a disposition to 
belittle his victories in Minnesota and to ex- 
plain them away as accidental or as due mainly 
tc the weakness of his opponents. 

These objections proceed from a single idea, 
which is that one man must have the party 
leadership in perpetuity and that so trifling a 
thing as possible success at the polls is hardly 
worthy of consideration. : 

Gov. Johnson as well as all others who feel 
that a change in candidates is likely to be help- 
ful to a long-defeated party can no more be ac- 
cused of fighting Mr. Bryan than Mr. Bryan 
can be accused of fighting them—unless it is 
to be claimed that the nomination is the per- 
scnal perquisite of Mr. Bryan. 

If Mr. Bryan receives the nomination he will 
expect and he will receive the support of every 
Democrat who now questions his availability. If 
Gov. Johnson receives the nomination he cer- 
tainly will have a right to look for cordial, even 
enthusiastic, support on the part of Mr. Bryan. 
There is rivalry in this, but it. is not warfare. 
Mr. Bryan himself will not construe it otherwise. 
Without such rivalry political parties worthy of 
the name would soon cease to exist. 

The other points made against Gov. Johnson 

might be clearer to the average perception if 
he were proposed as a candidate to a party ev- 
erywhere victorious and in opposition to a man 
who had never been defeated. As it is, they 
savor of a hero worship which takes small 
account of success, and which, indeed, is in- 
clined to belittle success. 
* Gov. Johnson’s two campaigns in Minnesota, 
a strong Republican State, have revealed re- 
markable vote-getting capacity on his part. On 
examination it has been found that he has ele- 
ments of popularity, less showy, perhaps, than 
those of Mr. Bryan, but more substantial in 
their influence upon the ballot box. Worthy 
in all respects for what he is and has been, 
ke appeals with great force as a son of immi- 
grants to an element naturally Democratic which 
kas long been alienated. 

To say that Gov. Johnson as a candidate is 
“fighting Bryan” is to deny to any Democrat 
other than Mr. Bryan party rights and privi- 
leges. To say that qualities which have made 
Goy. Johnson one of the few Democrats who 
could carry a Northern State in the last 16 
years are matters of reproach rather than of 
honor and of promise is to ignore altogether hope 
of victory and to commit the organization for- 
ever to defeat. 

Such views are wrong views and they can- 
not prevail if Democrats reason together and 
accord to each other the toleration which is 
absolutely necessary not only to victory, bur to 
a respectably organized opposition. 
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CIVIC BEAUTY COSTS MONEY. 

With two of the great bond issues of Paris 
shortly falling due, a part of its municipal reve- 
nue now going into a sinking fund for their re- 
demption will be available thereafter for other 
purposes. Accordingly the world’s most beautiful 
city plans to incur a further obligation of $120,- 
000,000, to be used mainly for additional beautifi- 
cation. 

American cities will be awed at the scale of 
the proposed civic work. Ten million dollars 
(proximately double what St. Louis lately voted 
fcr a parkway scheme) will be devoted to im- 
mediate measures for stamping out tuberculosis, 
and $5,000,000 more will serve the same end indi- 
rectly, through opening up new squares and 
parks. The largest item of $80,000,000 will be for 
building new streets and lengthening others, not 
‘et firished, through slums and congested neigh- 
borhoods: 14 thorcughfares in cll being included 
in the scheme. 

American cities strain at smal! bond authoriza- 
tions. The $50,000,000 Chicago drainage district 
suthorization was viewed as nearly preposterous 
by many of our metropolises. Yet nothing adda 
wealth like great civic expenditures. When Amer- 
ican cities grasp the fundamental truth that noth 
i1g pays for itself so surely and so quickly as 
genuine civic work they will undertake it on a 
large scale. Civic improvement, the beautifying 
process applied to centers of wealth, is as the 
value which the artisan adds to gold. 

There is no great city industrially and com- 
mercially sound which cannot well afford to imi- 
tote, in proportion, the way of Paris. 
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FIGHTING THE TWO-THIRDS RULE. 

The rule of Democratic national conventions re- 
quiring a two-thirds vote to ngminate has been 
in force for three-quarters of a century, and yet 
when it was first adopted, in 1832, it was dis- 
tinctly asserted that it was binding on that con- 
vention only. 

While candidates who hoped to have a majority 
but feared they could not control two-thirds 
have often threatened to repeal the rule, as Mr. 
Bryan's friends now do, it is a fact that no seri- 
ous attempt in that direction has ever been made, 
and for many years now precedent has been cited 
aa the highest authority for it. : 

The two-thirds rule defeated Martin. Van Buren 
in 1844 and Stephen A. Douglas in 1860. It may 
defeat William J. Bryan in 1908, If so, neither 
he nor his friends will have any reason to com- 
‘plain.

One of the strongest Sieunenis in favor of the 
rule is that it enables safely Democratic states to 
exercise a controlling influence in the selection 
of a candidate. Mr. Bryan’s greatest popularity 
as a candidate-has appeared in states which are 
usually classed as Republican. If the South wishes 
to veto his nomination it has enough votes to 
do it. 

Probably the report that Mr. Bryan will favor 
the repeal of the rule does him injustice. Neither 
he nor any other man worthy of the nomination 
would care for the honor unless it came in the 


regular way. 
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WHERE BENEVOLENCE RAN TO SEED. 

Americans who may be inclined to socialistic 
experiments should not overlook the unhappy re- 
lations existing between Mr. Patterson and the 
city of Dayton, O. 

Mr. Patterson controlled the principal manu- 
facturing establishment in the town. It em- 
ployed 2700 people. ‘He had views on many sub- 
jects, some of them highly creditable to his heart 
if not to his head, for.he aimed to do good. Mr. 
Patterson’s ideas cost money and the sincerity of 
his efforts is fully attested by the fact that money 
wes always forthcoming so long as he had his 
way. “ 

Benevolence is never so highly appreciated as 
when it is merely prodigal. Benevolence which 
has a plan or a motive or a system is almost cer- 
tain to be questioned. Benevolence which calls 
for a complete surrender of individuality may 
be costly to the man who practices it, but it is 
a despotism nevertheless. 

Mr. Patterson not only wanted to control the 
tastes, the opinions, the time and the diversions 
of his employes, but he came at length to exercise 
a dominating influence upon the town and then 
there was trouble. He has abandoned Dayton 
and he threatens to remove his business from the 
town because he has been subjected to annoyance 
and persecution. That is to say, the majority 
o7 the people do not want to be coddled and they 
have feynd Sieys publicly and privately of ac- 
quainting Mr. Patterson with the fact. 

There was nothing socialistic in Mr. Patter- 
son’s enterprises at Dayton, except that he began 
where the Sodalists would leave off—with a sort 
of despotism controlled by himself. He had the 
wealth, the power, the opportunity and, with 
his imperfect lights, the disposition to do for 
the town what socialism would'‘like to do. Proba- 





‘bly he made more of a success of it than social- 


ism could have done, for up to the point where 
a rupture was necessary he had more authority 


‘than any socialistic enterprise could have had, 


and so there was less friction. 

The trouble in his case, as it has been in all 
socialistic and communal experiments, was that 
even the people who profited most by his generos- 
ity tired soonest of his regulations. The result 
Las been a quarrel in which much bad feeling 
has been engendered on both sides. This was the 
case at Pullman, IIl., and it was the case at 
Dolgeville, N. Y., industrial utopias, just as it 
was the case at Zion City, a religio-socialistic 
settlement. 

Philanthropists as well as tyrants whose 
plans interfere with human liberty must er- 
pect to pay a great price, and to mect disap- 
pointment at last. 

THE SOUL-MATES MUST MAKE GOOD. 

Now that Ferdinand Pinney Earle and his soul- 
mate, Julia, have married, the world whose re- 
spectable conventions they disdained has a right 
to look up to them for a perfect example or ex- 
pression of the truly idyllic life. Having set 
themselves above the common run of people and 
declared themselves a law unto themselves, they 
must, in the vulgar colloquialism, make good. 

While hoping for the best, we believe they will 
have a rather hard job justifving the claims of in- 
dividualism and superior exaltation and realizing 
all of the cant and sentimental gush they have 
indulged in. The perfect contrast of the soulful 
against the sordid is difficult for mortals to sup- 
port indefinitely. It is not easy to be beatific and 
bilious at the same time, for example—and the 
life beautiful, like a dream, is shattered by the 
first bump or jar.

Men and women holding 
radically different beliefs and principles may 
live happily in the matrimonial state, but if their 
tastes differ radically there is likely to be do- 
restic shipwreck. 

It is comparatively easy to persuade millions 
of men to co-operate enthusiastically in support 
of a principle or a policy, but to suggest harmon- 
izing their tastes in dress, in pleasures, in work, 
i: ornamentation or in any thing else would pre- 
cipitate a riot at once. 

To the best .of our knowledge and belief there 
is only one place where a chair for the cultiva- 
tion of taste can be successfully maintained, and 
that is in the Penitentiary by force. 

LOOKING FOR AN EASY JOB. 

A young gentleman, son of a railroad presi- 
dent, who set out some time ago to fit himself for 
a career in the transportation business, announces 
his withdrawal for the reason that “there is 
toc much worry in a railroad man’s life.”

Week, Inherit Skill Developed U: 
Since 1775--Curious Facts of aRe- 
markable History.

T the Columbla Theater this past 
A week, billed as “Baptiste and 

Franconi, extraordinary equi- 
lidrists,”” were two brothers whose fam- 
ily has been in the “show busincss’’ 
as equilibrists, acrobats and dancers 
for the past 133 years. 

These two brothers, whose family 
name is Goldkette, possess original man- 
uscript documents which, they declare, 
establish the claim of the Goldkette 
family to be the oldest “show family’ 
in the world still having living repre- 
sentatives on the stage. The documents 
in question are certificates from vari- 
ous court marshals.of European royal- 
ties testifying that certain -Goldkettes 
appeared before’ the royal courts men- 
tioned in the certificates, which cover 
the family history since 1775. 

The Goldkette family fs originally’ of 
Danish extraction, but has been estab- 
lished in Franee since 1840. Members 
of the family appeared in Paris much 
eurlier—onee, . for instance, .during the 
French Revolution, or “Reign of Ter- 
ror,’’ when the theater at which they 
were playing was destroyed by the 
mob. The ‘two brothers seen at the 
Columbia last week, whose Christian 
names are Baptiste and Franconi, were 
born in Paris, where the family own a 
home. They have two brothers now ap- 
pearing in Paris and two sisters in 
New York. 


Despite the fact that the family has 
followed acrobatic work, conceded tu 
be hazardous in the extreme, for nearly 
a century and a half, there has never 
been a fatality caused by accidént. One 
sister was stricken with heart disease 
while dancing on the stage in St.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 18.—The 
Czar has granted permission for Mme. 
Stoessel to call upon her husband when- 
ever she chooses, and the loyal wife 
daily makes a journey to the fortress 
of SS. Peter and Paul, where her hus- 
band is confined. She is treated with 
the greatest courtesy and kindness by 
the prison officials, and they are great- 
ly affected by the devotion which she 
shows for her captive lord. 

Mme. Stoessel always calls the former 
General her “hero husband,” and their 
simple greeting is marked by the sim- 
plicity of their devotion. Although 
Stoessel’s fare is not that of the prison 
kitchen, his wife daily brings some little 
token or tidbit to the prison. 

Gen. Stoessel in war was a stern dis- 
ciplinarian, but here in prison he shows 
himself the tenderest of men. He has 
constructed a little wooden platform 
outside the barred windows of his cell, 
and at mealtime always places a por-

Mr. Adkins asserts Mr. Wixford not 
only did not discover anything, but 
that he stood in the way of,the dis- 
coverles being made and had to be 
urged to make the experiments that re- 
sulted in the pure ‘water supply, and 
when the discoveries had been made 
through the efforts of others, Mr. Wix- 
ford surreptitiously obtained a patent 
for the precess and publicly claimed 
the credit for it. 

But, Mr. Adkins says, the process 
said by Mr. Wixford to have been dis- 
covered by him, was found by the city 
to be inefficient and it was discarded 
and has not been used for several 
veurs, and the process now used is not 
due in any way to the efforts of Mr. 
Wixford. 

Mr. Wixford was out of the city all 
of last week and could not be reached, 
so that a statement of his side of the 
controversy could be made. 

Mr. Adkins became Water Commission- 
er in 1903. Before that time the water 
used by St. Louis had been taken from 
the Mississippi river at the Chain of 
Rocks into large basins and allowed to 
stand long enough for a percentage of 
the impurities in it to settle by gravity. 
Put this was an inefficient process, and 
the water sent through the mains was 
muddy and impregnated with disease 
germs. 

Appropriation Was Made. 

The water départment had been mak- 
ing experiments for years toward a 
purer water supply and when it was 
decided to hold a. World's Fair here, 
the Mayor instructed Mr. Adkins to be- 
gin more extended experiments and to 
devise some way, if possible, to clear 
the water before the millions of visit- 








that sulphate of alumina was the only 
thing to handle this water with. 

“After being assured that I assumed 
all responsibility in the matter, he went 
to work on the lines as indicated to 
him. Experiments were begun at the 
laboratory in ordinary gallon jars as 
used there from day to day, noting 
each experiment as to quantities in a 
book kept for that purpose. 

‘Z am unable to give the exact dates 
or length of times consumed in these 
exptriments, as the record book in 
which Mr. Wixford kept the accounts of 
all his preliminary work, and which 
was in his charge all the time, has mys- 
teriously disappeared. 

“After considerable laboratory work, 
there was no longer any question of 
the possibility of the clarification of 
the St. Louis water, so we decided to 
go ahead on the installation. It then 
became necessary to provide practical 
methods of supplying large quantities of 
chemicals to the raw water. Many sug- 
gestions were made by the employes in 
charge of this work, who, besides Mr. 
Wixford, were Mr. Wall, Mr. Jacobs 
and Mr. Black. In many cases these 
suggestions were tested by actual ex- 
periments and rejected until the pres- 
ent method was adopted. ‘ 

Told of Discovery in 1903. 

“In December, 1903, Mr. Wixford 
claimed to have discovered the action 
of Hme upon the dissolved solids in 
the river water, and that he-.could clar- 
ify the water with lime alone. We ac- 
cepted Mr. Wixford’s statements. but, 
upon investigation, we feund a book pub- 
lished in 1896, called ‘‘Water Softening 
and, Purification,’ by Harold Collet, fin 
which the action of lime on water was 
practically the same as Wixford’s dis- 
covery. 

This author says, ‘“‘The lime process 
invented 50 years ago by Dr. Clark, 
is applicable to waters containing bicar- 
bonate of lime and bicarbonate of mag- 
nesia,’’ so that it seems Mr. Wixford’s 
“discovery’’ was known to all chemists

defray the expense of his experiments, 
which he began at once. 

He went first to Omaha and investi- 
gated a process used there, which in- 
volved a series of settling basins. When 
the water in the first one had settled 
somewhat, the clearer water on the 
surface was drained off into another 
basin, and when this had settled for 
another period, the surface of it was 
dreined into another basin and this pro- 
cess was repeated until the water in 
the last basin was clear. This process 
was patented and the royalty asked for 
its use was large. 

This, together with the fact that the 
basins of the St. Louis Waterworks 
were too small for the working out of 
the process, and that there was not 
time to excavate and build new basins, 
precluded the use of that’ system in 
time for the fair. 

Next Mr. Adkins investigated the me- 
chanical process used in Quincy, Il. 
There a solution of lime and iron was 
injected into the water and acted as 
a coagulant, and this process of coag- 
ulation and settling was hastened by 
a mechanical movement. Mr. Adkins 
says of his further investigations: 

“This process at Quincy showed the 
highest efficiency and led us to the con- 
clusion that the lime and iron treat- 
ment was the proper one for this water. 
The mechanical process was considered 
prohibitive on account of its cost, as 
well as the short time allowed for in- 
stallation. 

Chemist Wixford Employed. 

“Immediate steps were taken to pro- 
cure a quantity of sulphate of iron and 
lime and begin experiments towards 
ascertaining the quantity to be added 
to the water to produce rapid coagula- 
tion and settlement. As the matter was 
of vital issue to the community, it was 
deemed best to employ a chemist thor- 
oughly conversant with water chemistry 
to give to the department the results 
of experiments, in order that when any 
conclusion was reached, we would be 
satisfied that there would \be no ill 
effects to the general public from wa- 
ter so treated. Mr. Wixford was then 
sent for and asked if he desired to 
come back into the employ of the Wa- 
ter ‘Department. 

“T stated to him what was’ wanted, 





light of later developments and with a 
fullér knowledge of what has been done 
by other investigators, it is plain that 
there was no new discovery, no new 
process stumbled upon, nothing origi- 
naied so far as the chemical part of the 
process is concerned. 

‘“‘But too much stress can not be laid 
upon the fact that successful issue of 
the application of the lime and iron 
treatment to the city’s water supply 
was due to the unfaltering determination 
of the Department, backed by the ad- 
rinistration, to improve the quality of 
the water supply at almost any cost. 

Says He Got Patents, 

‘Mr. Wixford obtained patents secret- 
Iv and surreptitiously by claiming his 
discovery of the an.eunt of lime neces- 
sary to be added to the water. 

“In conclusion, I will say that the 
process, as it jis in use, is the result 
of a pérsistent and intelligent study, 
and of the bold and energetic action 
of that division of the Water Depart- 
ment having this work in charge, and 
that the St. Louis water supply is not 
and has not been for the past two 
vears, purified and clarified by the so- 
e:lled, ‘Wixford Process.’ 

“The formula we are now using is 
different from the formula we used when 
Mr. Wixford was in the Department.”’ 

No one seems to know. exactly why 
a solution of liime and iron added to 
Mississippi River water causes the silt 
held in solution in it to coagulate or 
come together in masses and sink to 
the bottom. The average chemist sim- 
ply knows that this is what happens; 
he calls it ‘“‘coeagulation due to chemi- 
cal reaction,’’ and lets it go at that. 


Expert Calla It Electrical. 
An Eastern expert in such matters de- 


clares that the coagulation is caused 
by electrical action and not by a chem- 
ical action at all. He says: 

“Each atom of matter in a drop of 
Mississippi River water is electrified. 
Each cne is magnetized either negative- 
ly or positively. and each repels the 
other, keeping them in constant motion 
and preventing them from settling to 
the bottom even when the water is at 
rest. You may fil! a glass bottle with 
Mississippi River water and let it stand 
absolutely quiet for a: thousand years 
and it will yet be cloudy owing to the 
-pseonberc properities of the atoms held

Veteran Missionary Tells of 
Progress in His 49 
Years’ Work. 


OLD FAITHS LOSING

Women of India Especially 
Benefited by Work of 
Church. 





CHICAGO, April 18.—Christianity as 
the coming religion of the world and 
& general movement of the people of the 
far East toward the Christian faith 
were the burden of the message brought 
by Bishop J. W. Thoburn of India to 


the convention of mission workers in 
the Centenary Methodist Church at 
West Monroe and Morgan streets. It 
is just 49 years this week since Bishop 
Thoburn sailed first for India, and dur- 
ing that span of almost half a century 
he has seen the recruits of the Meth- 
odist missionaries to Christianity in In- 
dia multiply from a lonely 13 to 205,000. 
“There seems to be a _ widespread 
breaking away from the worships of the 
East and a general turning toward the 
teachings of Christianity,’’ declared 
Bishop Thoburn, in advance ‘of his ad- 


dress. 
Old Faiths Losing Ground. 


*‘In China followers of Confucius have 
almost ceased to oppose the crusade for 
Christianity. In the Philippines the na- 
tives seem eager to learn the teachings 
of the Christian religion and to follow 
them. On the island of Luzon, where 
Manila is situated, the great majority 
of the population already professes the 
Christian religion. Japan is becoming 
Christianized rapidly. The Malays on 
the islands of the Malaysian archipelago 
and on the peninsula are not showing 
the pertinacity of old in clinging to the 


tenets of Mohammed. In India the Chris- 


tian missionaries are receiving applica- 
tions for baptism by the thousands and 
we baptized probably 10,000 converts last 
year. 
“There are at least 350,000,000 people in 
India, the Philippines and Malaysia, so 
it is easy to see the immense size of the 
task before the missionaries of Chris- 
tianity. But we are doing our work 
carefully and earnestly. Perhaps one of 
the best concrete illustrations of the ma- 
terial benefits which Christianity has 
conferred upon the people of India is 
the relief it has brought to the physical 
ills as well as to the mental ills of the 
women. Half a century ago a woman 
who was sick could have little medical 
relief, because no man doctors were al- 
lowed to attend upon reputable women 
and there were no women physicians. 
Women Doctors Save Lives. 
‘‘Miss Clara Swain was the first wom- 
an physician to enter India. She went 
there with my _ sister, Miss Isabella 
Thoburn, in 1870. She aided in accom- 
plishing the great work of overcoming 
Oriental prejudices and bringing about 
a spirit first of willingness and then of 
desire to do something to relieve the 
sufferings of the: sick women in India. 
Now the Government allows native 
women to study in the medical colleges. 
“My sister meanwhile was doing a 
similar work toward the education of 
the women, and now a college which 
she established at Lucknow furnishes 
the native women of Indian with a col- 
lege education and its graduates com- 
pete with men for civil-service posts 
under the Government and frequently 
win the prizes.”’ 

“The growth of the Christian religion 
in the Philippines has advanced rapidly 
since the Americans have taken posses- 
sion of the islands and established on 
them the constitutional liberty of 
speech,” declared Bishop Thoburn, who 
preached the first sermon in Manila 
after Dewey's victory and spoke in a 
theater the roof of which was riddled 
by the bullets of Aguinaldo’s sharp- 
shooters while he was preaching.

David R. Francis of St. Louis will 
manage the Democratic national cam- 
paign next fall as chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee, if the plans of Con- 
gressman Champ Clark and other party 
leaders are realized. 

Mr. Clark has pointed out to his asso- 
Cilates that the national chairmanship 
properly belongs to Missouri, which has 
been foremost in the ranks of Demo- 
cratic states in many elections. 

Francis, according to Mr. Clark’s 
view of the situation, would be the best 
man in the country to take charge of 
the Democratic campaign, succeeding 
Tom Taggart of Indianapolis. 

Candidate Consulted, 

At the same time, Mr. Clark says, the 
selection of a chairman is a matter that 
directly concerns a candidate. 

“It is entirely proper,’’ he adds, ‘‘that 
the candidate should be permitted to 
name the man who is to manage his 
campaign.”’ 

Although they differ radically on the 
subject of Government ownership of 
railroads and other policies. Gov. Fran- 
cis and Mr. Bryan have been reconciled 
by close personal acquaintance. 

It is generally believed that Congress- 
man Clark, who hopes to be Speaker of 
the next House of Representatives if that 
body is Democratic, reflected the Bryan 
attitude towards the conservative ele- 
ment of the Democracy in suggesting 
Francis’ name. 

Spoke Together. 

Irancis and Bryan spoke from the 
game platform at the Missouri State 
couvention two years ago, the former 
professing the most earnest loyalty on 
the part of himself and his friends to 
the Nebraskan’s cause. 

Mr. Bryan showed his appreciation by 
declaring that the differences of 1896 
had long since healed, and the gold and 
»Bilver men are now marching to the 
music of a reunited Democracy. 

That .Bryan supported, Judge Parker 
Was due as much to the influence of 
Gov. Francis as to that of any other 
_ Party leader. .- 

Rothwell to Retire. 

The proposal that Mr. Francis be re- 
quested to undertake the campaign 
Management will depend on the action 
taken by Missouri Democrats with ref- 
@rence to the selection of a national 
committeeman. 

W. A. Rothwell, the present member, 
has decided to retire, and it is believed 
the Bryan men in Missouri would agree 
on Francis, if he should decide to ac- 
cept. 

Mr. Francis insists that he is not a 
candidate for the honor, which his 
Democratic associates insist he shall ac- 


cept. :

RAFFLES ANDHOBO, TOO

WATERBURY, Conn., April 18.—Ker- 
rill K. Kimberly, a justice of tne peace

Now he was a Raffles, wearing evening 
clothes; again he was a hobo, worthy 
in appearance to be a pal of the most 
disreputable yeggmen. State Detective 
Robert Hurley, who arrested Kimberly, 
asserts, too, that he has disguised him- 
self in female apparel and made a good- 
looking woman, for he is only 35, with 
a smooth, round face and red cheeks. 

Hurley, who hails from’ Hartford, has 
followed clews for months until he laid 
a series of burglaries at Kimberly’s 
door. The wretched an, a grand juror 
at Goshen until two years ago, con- 
fessed to Hurley in the presence of 
Policeman Charles E. Nickerson of Wa- 
terbury; showed them stolen goods in 
his home, offered gladly to restore them 
to their owners, then said that, what- 
ever happens to him, he felt as if a 
weight had been lifted from his soul. 

Four Counts Against Him. 

Hurley on a bench warrant took Kim- 
berly to the Superior Court at Litch- 
field. Four counts were in the complaint 
against him; breaking into the summer 
home in Goshen of Mrs. Mary M. Beach 
of New Haven, in December last, and 
again on Jan. 24, this year; breaking 
into the home of Mrs. Cora. A. Scott, 
a nurse, and bréaking into the workshop 
of Fred Johnson, in December last. 
Kimberly has also confessed to stealing 
spokes, sprockets, axles, vises and other 
articles from a bicycle shop in this 
place, as well as stockings from the 
Winsted Hosiery plant, implements from 
Clum’s blacksmith shop, in Goshen, and 
charts and maps from a _ schoolhouse 
there. 

The stolen goods will be used as evi- 
dence against Kimberly. Judge Ralph 
Wheeler held him in $500 bail and Hurley 
turned him over to Sheriff Frank H.

MILLION dollars’ worth of new Easier 
A hats will be on display today in St. Louis. 
There will be some hats that cost from 
$100 to $150. Many will be worn that cost in the 
neighborhood of $50. Many more cost about $20. 
But the great majority of the hats that will be 
worn today for the first time cost from $5 to $15. 
But no matter what they cost apiece, each one 
will be a thing of beauty to look at. For this 
is the one season of all seasons when a little 
money goes a great way in buying beauty in the 
millinery line. 

A fashionable woman paid $165 for her Easter 
hat last week. But she did not have to do that. 
She would have been more in style, and she would 
have shown better taste if she had paid $30 or 
$40 for her hat. 

The best milliners declare that hats are lower 
in price this Easter than they have been before 
in years. The reason is that ostrich feathers 
are not so much worn this season, and it is 
ostrich feathers that make a hat get up around 
the century figure. They are trimming some of 
the best hats this Easter in flowers and wings, 
and they do not cost so much. : 

The Easter bonnet parade this morning on the 
ecburchly corner of King’s highway and McPher- 
son avenue will be brighter than that of other 
Easter Sundays that have preceded it in recent 
years owing to the almost universal use of flow- 
ers. It will look like a moving flower garden. 

The best of the new bonnets, that is more of the 
best of them than can be seen in any other one 
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spot in St. Louis, will be moving up and down 
King’s highway betweeen the Washington at Del- 
mar avenue, and the Buckingham Hotel on Lin-

At this entrance to the park wilk be a good 
place to view the parade. That will be a meeting

There will be another parade of Easter bon- 
nets »on Union boulevard, north of Delmar, that 
will be worth going far to see. There is another 
Zroup of magnificent churches, the Church of 
the Messiah, the Pilgrim Congregational Church, 
the new Christian Church, with’a group of notably 
beautiful buildings for background, including the 
Artists’ Guild, the Branch Library, the Clark 
Public Schoo! and the new Soldan High School. 

The milliners, wholesale and retail, declare that 
their business this year has gone ahead of that 
of last year. They are surprised at this. They 
expected a falling off. But it seems that everyone 
has got her Easter bonnet, tegardless of the finan- 
cial depression. 

The lower prices this year are the result of 
careful calculation. Those mysterious ones who 


dictate what the styles shall be decided that, as 
the times were hard this Easter, it would never 
do.to have the styles too expensive, and so they 
laid away ostrich feathers for a season and sub- 
stituted less expensive flowers and wings and lace 
and aigrettes. 

The result is that a woman who knows how to 
buy can get for $10 or $15 a hat as pretty and 
artistic as one that cost $25 or $30 last Easter.

| MONG other things at which the pioneers of 
A St. Louis. excelled was making Indian 

treaties. The best treaties turned out in 
the first few years of the nineteenth century were 
made in St. Louis.

The exhibition at the Artists’ Guild is 
under the auspices of the Missouri 
Camera Club of Missouri, and the pho- 
tographs were collected by the Ameri- 
jean Federation of Photographic Socie 
ties. The society collected 3000 prints. 
The preliminary jury passed 
these, and the final jury weeded them 
down to 239 prints. 

The net result is a collection that has 
been a revelation to pérsons who looked 
upon the camera as a producer of some- 
‘what cold and formal portraits and 
conymercial pictures. As mediums of 
artistic expression and in the portrayal 
of atmosphere and color values these

They mention the faets of his being in 
Virginia during the Civil War, and see- 
ing much of Gen. Lee; without explain- 
ing how he got there. And yet his ex- 
ploit in crossing from Maryland into Vir- 
ginia, through the lines of the North- 
ern army, is worth recounting and re- 
cording. The story has been told by. 
the woman who encouraged him to run 
these risks, and also by the Confederate 
officer who shared them. 

When, as Marquis of Hartingdon, he 
visited America—then in the throes of 
civil war—he came furnished with let- 
ters of introduction which gave him op- 
portunities to see everything and every- 
one of interest in the Northern States. 
Finally, from Washington he drifted to 
Baltimore, which was in a most un- 
happy state.. Most of its leading citi- 
gens were either prisoners in Fort La- 
fayette or fighting in the armies of Lee 
and “Stonewall’’ Jackson. 


Woman Suggests Adventure.

ern army, then gaining battle after 
battle. He set his heart upon seeing 
the men whose names were already 
world-famous, and he applied to the 
United States Government for permis- 
gion to pass the lines of the Northern 
Army to the South.

While They Are Intoxicated 
Men Return Them to 
Their Cage.

PHILADELPHIA, April 18.—An_ ex- 
citing adventure with monkeys who, to 
the number of four hundred, ranged 
over the ship, hurling belaying pins and 
other missiles at the men, is the story 
brought in by the crew of the British 
steamer Braunfels from Caleutta. 

The ship carried a cargo of assorted 
jungle folk, and the escape of the mon- 
keys was brought about by Ligzie, a 
mascot baboon of the Braunfels. Lizzie, 
who had the freedom of the vessel, on 
March 11 made her way between decks, 
where the monkeys were confined, and 
liberated four hundred of the six hun- 
dred, which were in a large cage. The 
monkeys took to the rigging and for 
two days there was no rest among the 
officers or crew. 

According to the men the monkeys, 
led by a wiry tailed specimen, frequent- 
ly rushed down on the decks, picked up 
a belaying pin or other handy object, 
which they woulu let fly whenever an 
officer or sailor wallsed across the 
decks. 

Finally Capt. Weltman obtained a 
large quantity of molasses, mixed with 
it three quarts of strong brandy and, 
putting it in pants, placed it about the 
decks under the rigging where the mon- 
keys had congregated. Attracted by the 
sweet odor the monkeys lost no time in 
making for the pans and started to de- 
vuur the contents. 

Soon there were four hundred mon- 
keys staggering around the decks. This 
ended the trouble, for as soon as any 
showed signs of stupor the animals were 
picked up, two or three at a time, and 
placed back in the cages, where thev 
sobered up in a day. 

A tiger and a leopard also got oul 
while attendants were cleaning their 
cages. Henry Emmermann, their care- 
taker, was attacked and bitten through 
the right hand and clawed on the left 
side by the tiger before it was driven 
into the cage.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 18.—Los 
Angeles sent more than 100,000 of its 
residents to the oceanside today to wel- 
come the American battleship fleet, 
which steamed into San Pedro Harbor, 
22 miles away, in the full radiance of a 
midsummer sun and dropped anchor at 
8:30 p. m. The 16 fighting vessels and 
three auxiliaries, leaving San Diego 
shortly after 6 o'clock this morning, had 
steamed up the 100 miles of surf-beaten 
coast in single column formation, 400 
yerd apart, and in full view of thou- 
sands of persons w.o0 gathered at every 
vantage ,vint. 

With the Connecticut leading, and with 
~ Rear Admiral Charles M. Thomas on 
the bridge, the long line of ships point- 
ed within the breakwater at San Pedro 
Bay just haif an hour behind thelr 
sc.eduled time. 

“The Connecticut, Kansas, Vermont and 
Louisiana took up berths within the 
Sheltereq portion of the harbor. where 
they are to remain the full seven days 
of the fleet's visit, while the other 12 
ships of the second, third and fourth di- 
visions’ reached out into the open water 
in a line nearly two miles long. 

Tonight the fleet was illuminated, 
hulis, superstructures, turrets and yard- 
arms being outlined in electric, bulbs. 

Admiral Thomas Welcoted. 

Mayor A. C. Harper, accompanied by 
Gen. Adna B. Chaffee and other mem- 
bers of the Los Angeles Reception Com- 
mittee, went by special steamer several 
milea down the coast to greet the fleet, 
but did not board th flagship Connecti- 
cut until the anchoring signal of multi- 
colored flags had dropped from the sig- 
nal yards. 

Admiral Thomas received the visitors 
in his cabin and thanked them for the 
cordial greetings. The stay of the fleet 
at the ports of Los Angeles during the 
next week is to be marked by the most 
elaborate program of _ entertainment, 
both for the enlisted men and Officers, 
the city has ever known. 

Tomorrow morning the fleet is to be 
split up in squadrons, in order that four 
of the Los Angeles ports may share in

A mail chute from the 
room in the Times building afforded a 
convenient but ill-chosen exit for half a 
dozen newsboys and newsmen when a 
craps game there was raided last night 
by the gambling squad. 

The cries of those who threw and 
watched the dice were stilled as by 
magic when the detectives rushed into 
the room, and there was a wild scramble 
to escape. Some tried windows, some 
doors, but they found these places 
guarded and were intsantly under ar- 
rest. Others tried the chute. 

In anticipation of this, Special Officer 
Ward had been stationed in the press 
room at the bottom of the chute, on the 
first floor. The malling room is on the 
second floor, and the cliute is used for 
packages of newspapers. 

Negroes Block Chute. 

The first two to leap into the chute 
were negro newsboys, and Ward caught 
them as they were emerging feet first 
from it. Held thus, they effectually 
blocked those above. 

The commotion within the chute sur- 
passed a political caucus for liveliness. 
The cries of the prisoners, being muf.- 
fled by the enclosing walls, could hardly 
be heard a block. There was a great 
deal of kicking and squirming, and those 
above incurred the deep enmity of those 
below. 

Ward finally pulled them out one by 
one, and took them upstairs, where 40 
others were being rounded up. 


Fifty in the Room, 
About fifty men and boys were in the 


room when the raid was made. Detec- 
tives White an@ Wells entered by the 
side door of the building, which its at 
Broadway and Chestnut street.

NEW YORK, April 18.—Secretary of 
War Taft arrived in the city this after- 
noon to spend two days boosting Paft 
sentiment. The big Secretary looked a 
bit jaded, and there were dark rings 
under his eyes, reflecting the strain un- 
der which he has been in the last few 
months, making speechés and covering 
thousands of miles in his political trav- 
els.

“Is it planned to name a commission 
of experts to investigate the matter in 
the interval?”’ 

“That is the plan recommended by the 
President,’’ was -the reply. “I don’t 
know just what the leaders of Congress 
will do." . 

“How long will the revision take?" 

“You can judge of that by the time it 
took to pass the Dingley law.” 

Secretary Taft declined to discuss pol- 
itics. ‘“‘There is a very strong Taft or- 
ganization here in New York,” he was 
told.

Plans to raise a fund to remunerate 
Chemist John Wixford for purifying and 
clarifying the water of St. Louis and, 
possibly, to erect a tablet or water foun- 
tain in a public street or park in rec- 
ognition of his servites, were started 
yesterday at a mecting of business men 
in Capt. W. R. Hodges’ office. Capt. 
Hodges, a former Councilman, was au- 
thorized to appoint a committee of 10 
to formulate a plan and to report later. 

Mr. Wixford was a chemist in the 
Water Department when the present 
system of water clarification by the 
sulphate of iron and milk of lime process 
was put into use, and 
credit for giving St. Louis clear water. 

Fund to Be Raised. 

The consensus of>-opinion was that a 
public subscription should be started to 
give all ‘the people of St. Louis, includ- 
ing the school children, an opportunity 
to contribute to a fund, a ‘part of which 
shall be given to Mr. Wixford as a re- 
ward for his services and the balance 
to be used in the erection of some fit- 
ting table or fountain. Capt. Hodges 
suggested that a Wixford water foun- 
tain be erected in front of the new Car- 
negie Library at Thirteenth and Olive 
streets. 

Capt. Hodges was elected chairman 
and the Rev. Jacob Meeker, pastor of 
the Compton Heights Congregational 
Church secretary. George E. Harris, 
president of the Lumbermen’s’ Ex- 
change, said he thought it was high 
time that Mr. Wixford was given the 
recognition to which his work entitled 
him. He said that the Lumbermen’'s 
Exchange had adopted a_ resoluticn 
thanking Mr. Wixfor1 for the service he 
had rendered the city. Mr. Harris said 
the American people were great at pass- 
ing resolutions, but he deemed the time 
ripe to do something of a more substan- 
tial nature for the chemist. 

Decrease in Death Rate. 

A letter was read from H. M. Ed- 
wards, secretary to the Board of Health, 
stating that since the water has been 
purified by the Wixford process the 
death rate in St. Louis has decreased 
10 per cent, and the cases of malaria and 
typhoid fever 90 per cent. Mr. Edwards 
expressed himself’ a& lveartily in sym- 
pathy with the movement to honor Mr. 
Wixford. Erich Picker, a member of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, said he was 
satisfied that each of the 1800 members 
of the exchange would gladly contribute 
$2 or more to a Wixford fund. 

Miss Anna Il. Sharkey, W. A. Wheel- 
ing ‘and Perry Post Taylor made 
speeches. 

Capt. Hodges said that several 
prominent business men who could 
not attend the meeting had express- 
ed sympathy with the movements 
He mentioned Hanford Crawford, 
of the Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney Dry 
Goods Co. and A. C. Stewart, former 
president of the Police Board, as inter- 
ested in seeing that justice be done to 
Mr. Wixfor i, who, as one of the speak-

It 
was said vesterday there was even a 
possibility that Corcoran, a Demo- 
crat, might be re-elected, although 


eight of the 12 judges are Repub- 
licans. Seven votes are required to 
elect. 

The candidates considered by the 
judges in their secret session yester- 
day were Nicholas R. Wall, George B. 
Teasdale, Amos Seaman, Frank Camp- 
bell, Richard P. McClure and James 
Corcoran, 

The judges agreed they would not 
discuss the election or tell "how the 
votes stood.

LINDSBORG,. Kan., April 18.—Gov. 


Johnson of Minnesota was weleomed at 
Bethany College here this afternoon by 


an audience of several thousand. The 
college is conducted under Swedish Lu- 
theran auspices. 

As he entered the big auditorium, ev- 
ery person in the assemblage arose to 
his feet and from the hand of etery 
man, woman and child there fluttered 
a handkerchief. 

“I have always desired to visit Linds- 
borg,’ said Gov. Johnson. ‘In Mitmne- 
sota we have the same class of col- 
lege in the Gustavus Adolphus College. 
In that institution I have taken a great 
interest, and I am going to do all I 
can for the upbuilding of the Swedish- 
Americans in every State in the Union. 

Proud of His Race. 

“T am proud to have been a descend- 
ant of those people who have come 
from that northern peninsula, for there 
are no people who have done more 
for good citizenship than these people 
of which you and I are a part. 

“IT assume that every person in this 
spacious building is a Vempocrat or a 
Republican, and I should guess that 
about 99% per cent are not Democrats. 
But, be that as it may, I know that 
primarily every one of you is an Amer- 
ican citizen. 

“IT have leerned that you live in this 
fertile valley have given to the Amer- 
ican pcople the idea that it pays to 
abide by constitutional government, 
first of all, by regarding the supremacy 
of the law. 

Road Toward Anarchy. 

“What shall be said of a mayor or a 
governor who sets aside the law, and 
thereby violates his oath of office. If 
a public officer does this, I am one of 
tnose who believe that we are beginning 
to travel the road toward anarchy.” 

Gov. Johnson described the trials of 
the men of the American rcvolution. 
“Today,” he said, “there are those 
who! forthe: ~purpose of expediency, 
fevor a new federaitsm, in order that 
the country may take a more promi- 
nent place among the nations of the 
world. 

“I say that, if we stick to the tradi- 
tions of 1778, the world will respect this 
nation. Wien we togk Hawaii and the 
Philippines, we Wess told that those 
people were not fit for self government. 
That has been the cry- for years and 
years, not because it is true, but be- 
cause those who awe in power want 
more power. 

“IT do not speak of any officer or any 
particular person, but we have appar- 
ently come to a time when the Con- 
stitution {s not good enough. 

Cenralization Wrong. 

“Within the last six months a United 
States Marghal laid violent hands upon 
the Attorney-General of my State and 
said he must come into his court for do- 
ing that which the Legislature had com- 
manded him to do. And the Federal! 
Court approved the Marshal's action. 
I say that such a proceeding is not 
right; it is a refleétion of the policy 
of centralization of power that takes 
from you and me our State’s rights.’’ 

Following his address, Gov. Johnson 
was in charge of the college field meet 
this afternoon. This was arranged by 
personal friends of the Governor among 
the students as a surprise for the fac- 
ulty.

$51,000,000 PLA 
FOR WATERWAYS 


Advocates a Permanent Com- 
mission for This and Other 
Improvements.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Secretary of 
War Taft today gave his approval to 
ine plan to create a permanent inland 
Waterways commission, which shall be 
provided with a $50,000,000 fund and 
given power to initiate projects for 
river improvements, irrigation, reclama- 
tion of arid lands, draining swamp land, 
preserving forests and leasing water 
rights on navigable streams. 

The Secretary's opinion is contained in 
a letter to the Senate Committee on 
Commerce, approving the provisions of 
tne Newlands bill. 

This bill carries out the ideas of the 
President on internal 
The only material change Secretary Taft 
suggests in the bill is one preserving 
to the army engineers of the War De- 
partment the authority they have pos- 
to execute 
river improvement projects. The plan 
to co-ordinate river improvements, for- 
est preservation, irrigation, drainage and 
similar government works, Secretary 
Taft considers ‘‘wise and reasonable.” 

Unused Rivers Show Need, 

He also believes it advisable for the 
fovernment to co-operate in this work 
with states, municipalities, corporations 
and individuals. 

Such a course, he says, is necessary 
because of the density of population 
aiong the rivers and the overlapping of 
interests. 

The unused rivers of the country says 
the Secretary, are proof of the need of 
correlating the various bureaus of the 
denartments of war, interior, agriculture 
and commerce and labor which handle 
different branches of river improvements 
and allied projects. 

The Newlands bill provides that the 
verious bureaus shall work under the 
Injand Waterways Commission, which in 
turn shall be directly under the Presi- 
cent. 

War Department's Piace. 

Regarding this plan, Secretary Taft 
euys in defense of his own department: 
“Tt does not appear that the measure 
would interfere with the functions of 
the War Department, or with the con- 
tinuation and extension of the engineer- 
ing work now performed there, but it 
ix believed that the provision for admin- 
istration would tend to promote the 
general welfare.’’ 

He approves the provision of the Gov- 
ernment to lease water power rights on 
navigable streams for limited terms on- 
ly and to make a charge for leases. 
Such, he says, is the present policy of 
the War Department. 

While approving the provisions that 
the Commission shall initiate improve- 
ment projects he suggests that this 
would ndét do away with the War De- 
partment machinery for carrying the 
plans into effect. Such a commission, 
he says, supplies ‘‘a tribunal other than 
Congress charged with originating and 
developing satisfactory plans.”’ 


Army Chief on Board. 

He urges amendments to the bill to do 
away with ambiguity as to the powers 
of the War Department over water- 
ways. Such amendments, he says, 
should provide that the chief of army 
engineers be a member of the Water- 
ways Commission and that military en- 
gineers be detailed to the service of the 
Commission. ; 

He also suggests a number of minor 
amendments to overcome constitutional! 
and legal objections to the bill. The 
chief of these is to make it clear that 
the Newlands bill, broad as it is, only 
intends to give the Government charye 
of such works as concern the preserva- 
tion and improvement of the navigable 
streams and protection of intestate and 
foreign commerce. Only with such pur- 
poses can the bill be constitutional.

They can't fix or regulate freight, pas- 
senger or express rates, the Governor 
says, and, under the recent ruling of 
the United States Supreme Court their 
powers are curtailed. 

The State Railroad Conimission costs 
the taxpayers about $30,000 a year. The 
Governor is said to have closely scrutin- 
ized the work of the board during the 
past four years, with the result that he 
has decided to recommend to the next 
Legislature radical changes in the laws 
governing the commission. 

Wants to Obtain Them. 

If the railroad board is continued at 
all the Folk plan is to obtain the enact- 
ment of a law providing for the appoint- 
men of the commissioners by the Gov- 
ernor. The Governor believes that each 
coramissioner should be an expert and 
that his entire time should be devoted 
to the regulation of rates and service.

Under this agreeent, which, it is al- 
eged was carried out, the Title Guar- 
anty Trust Company was incorporated 
or $2,250,000. Of this the defendants, 
with the exception of Richards, sub- 
scribed for 2000 shares, paying $300,000.

bonus, without cost, it is alleged. 

Richards subscribed for 667 chares, 
paving $100,000, and received as his por- 
tion of the bonus 2000 shares, valued at 
$200,000. There were sold to the public 
9000 sahres, for $1,350,000.

BOSTON, April 18.—James B. Con- 


nolly, writer of marine stories, former 
Olympic games champion, persona! 
friend of President Roosevelt and au- 
thority on athletics in this country, was 


seen at his home, on Columbia Road, 
Dorchester, relative to the interview be- 
tween President Roosevelt and Martin J. 
Sheridan, the all-round champion of the 
l’nited States, published in the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Connolly is the present holder of the 
American record for the triple leap, 49 
feet % inch. That record was made in 
1908, when Connolly, Ellery Clark and 
Thomas Burke, the present holder of 
the 600-yard-run record, were members 
of the Olympic team that went to Ath- 
ens. Connolly said: 

“Tt is no sprprise to me that the Pres- 
ident took an immediate interest in Mar- 
tin Sheridan at the White House the 
other day. Martin is the greatest ath- 
lete now living. There is probably not a 
greater track athlete in this country or 
Europe than Sheridan. I want to_ see 
him go to London next year and wit 
the all-round championship.

They were, he said, due to the 
fact that, “because he was not suf- 
ficiently well off to pay the difference 
between the amount paid him as salary 
and the amount necessary to maintain 
his position as Ambassador, he would 
not only not be able to keep up such an 
establishment as that of the present 
Ambassador, but would not be able to 
keep any establishment at all.”’ 

“It is no excuse,’’ he said, ‘‘that we 
do not act because financial conditions 
do not warrant the expense. An office- 
holding aristocracy is bad enough In any 
country, when based on birth and blood, 
but when based on wealth it is infinite- 
ly worse, and worst of all in a Republic. 
I would say that any amount of money 
was well spent for uprooting such a sys- 
tem from this country.”

illuminatién bills. 

Mr. Schaefer will have his bill intro- 
duced in the Municipal Assembly by 
Councilman Cramer. He will advocate 


its passage as relief from what he says 
amounts practically to oppression by the 
Union Electric Light and Power monop- 
oly. 

Mr. Schaefer has refused to pay his 
March bill for $7.09. The bill is nearly 
three times as much as his bill for the 
same month last year. 

Mr. Schaefer its waiting for the com- 
pany to attempt to turn off the current, 
and he will then ask the courts for an 
injunction. He declares that the bill is 
unjust and exorbitant. 

Differcnee in the Bills. 

His bill for March, 1907, was $2.45. He 
says the company in January installed 
a new meter in his premises and that it 
works overtime to run up his bills. 

During the 10 years that he has been 
using electric light Mr. Schaefer says 
his bills have never been so high. Un- 
der protest he paid his February bill for 
$6.78, which was.$2.94-more than his bill 
for February last year. 

“I have notified the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. that the bill is ex- 
orbitant,’’ said Mr. Schaefer to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘I will not pay it. 
When I refused to pay the February 
bill the company threatened to turn my 
lights off. If the company attempts to 
do that I shall get out an injunction to 
stop it. When I complained to Presi- 
dent Powelson of the Union company he 
told me to make my complaint to the 
city and have my .meters tested. 

Authorities Have No Power. 

“T went to the City Hall and found 
that there is no city official with au 
thority to inspect electric meters, al- 
though the Lighting Department has the 
power to inspect gas meters. I am there- 
fore preparing an ordinance to give the 
city the power to inspect the electric 
meters. 

“I know that I am not consuming any- 
thing like the &mount of electricity that 
I am charged with. My bilis were nev- 
er, during the 10 years I have used elec- 
tric light, more than $4.50 a month until 
the new meters were put in. I am in- 
formed by the company that my meter 
stopped working three times last sum- 
mer. That was no fault of mine. 
‘‘The company scems now to be trying 
to make up all that my meter stop 
to make up all at once what it thinks it 
lost on me by the defection of its own 
meter, 

“The company now has a meter in 
my premises that seems to be work- 
ing fast enough to satisfy the greed of 
the trust. In the present situation I 
have no way of defending myself. 1 
must either stand for the exorbitant 
charges or be left in the dark.”’ 

Prior to. the installation of the new 
meter, of which Mr. Schaefer complains, 
his average monthly bills were $2.62. 
Since the meter began, as he says, work- 
ing overtime, his bills average $6.93 a 
month. He declares that he does not 
consume any more electricity now than 
he has at any time during the past i0 
years, 

Lets the Case Go to Court, 

Schuyler C. Hodge of 946 Belt avenue 
is resisting in a Justice’s court the pay- 
ment of a bill for $12 for alleged serv- 
ice by the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. Mr. Hodge had electricity 
installed in his apartments last Sep- 
tember. 

He found that his monthly bills were 
running up to $5, when they should not 
have been more than $3. He made seyv- 
eral complaints to the company, and 
finally refused to pay the bills. 

“Three weeks after I had paid my 
bills under protest,” said Mr. Hodge, 
“the company sent &@& man out to turn 
my lights off. As I did not owe the 
company anything at that time I re- 
fused to let the man into the house to 
disconnect the service. 

“The janitor chased him out of the 
basement. It was a cold, sleety night, 
but he climbed the fire escape to the 
roof, crawled over the ledge and nipped 
the wires that furnished service to my 
apartment, 

“Before he could get down I had my 
rooms, brilliantly lighted with gas. The 
night before he had turned off the 
light tM one of my neighbors’ apart- 
ments, thinking he was getting me.

“I wrote to the company, that I was 
no longer a member of 
serve club, and that inasmuch as the 
company, by disconnecting my lights, 
had made it impossible for me to en- 
joy the benefit of membership in the 
ready-to-serve club, I would have to de- 
cline to pay the dollar. 

I am going to fight the suit to the 
finish. I am willing to spend some money 
{to protect myself against the outrageous 
charges of this monopoly. I have a let- 
ter from President Powelson in which 
he told me that my bills ought not to 
be more than $3 a month. I have a 
small apartment and the light never 
burns in more than one room at a time, 
and never later than $10:30 p. m. 

“IT was perfectly willing to pay $3 a 
month for the convenience of having 
electric light in the apartments, but 
[ could not stand for the bills the com- 
pany was sending me. Both my wife 
and myself have seen the meter working 
in the daytime, when no electricity was 
veing consumed.”’

French Pupils Residing Three 
Months Each Year in 
Foreign Hoimes. 
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Special Correspondence From the Paris 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, April 7.—International § ex- 
change of pupils and students during the 
summer vacations, a plan that had its 
origin in France six years ago, has just 
been given wovernment recognition 
through the approval of the project by 
the Ministers of Public Instruction, 
Commerce, Foreign Affairs, Labor and 
Marine, at a public meeting presided 
over by Deputy M. Pierre Baudin. An 
official organization to promote the 
project has established headquarters at 

35 Boulevard Magenta, Paris. 

The plen is to arrange for sending 
Irench pupils to England, Germany and 
other countries to spend the school, col- 
lege and university vacations with fami- 
lies who, in exchange, send their chil- 
dren for the same period to reside with 
the parents of the French pupils in 
France. It is expected that the prac- 
tice will become general as soon as its 
advantages are understood. 

Thus far the promoting society, known 
as La Societe d’Exchange Internation- 
ale, has helped in the annual: exchange 
of 125 pupils between France and Eng- 
land and England and France and Ger- 
irany. Nearly every one of these pupils, 
it is said, have returned with a fair 
knowledge of English or German and 
the foreign students have gone home 
with their knowledge of French greatly 


improved. 
Promoters of the movement argue that 


what has been accomplished with hun- 
dreds of pupils might be accomplished 
with thousands at very small expense.

The office of 
the Papal Major Domo has exhausted 
the admission tickets. 

The ceremonies in St. Peter’s tomor- 
row will be conducted by Cardinal Ram- 
polla, assisted by all the clergy connect- 
ed with the church. 

The Pope recently has been busy with 
receptions and audiences. Prince von 
Buelow, the German Chancellor, called 
on him Wednesday, and afterward paid 
a visit to the Papal Secretary of State.

The pretense so determinedly main- 
tained for nearly two vears that the 
erstwhile great political leader would 
resume his active career has served 
its purpose. fhat purpose was to 
save the tariff reform movement from 
collapse. 

The expectation among the tariff 
reform party that Chamberlain would 
return to lead it saved the cause from 
extinction in the overwhelming dis- 
aster of the last general election. 
Now tariff reform is the foremost 
plank of the Conservative platform. 

Arthur Balfour leads the Conserva- 
tive party by grace of Austen Cham- 
berlain. Even the two talented sons 
of the late Lord Salisbury, one of 
whom is admittedly the ablest man 
in the Conservative party, are inex- 
orably excluded from the ranks of the 
party their father led for 20 years, 
because they oppose tariff reform. 

That Joseph Chamberlain, after the 
calamjtous issue of his South African 
policy, should have been able to cause 
a diversion so effectual by espousing 
the hitherto utterly discredited cry of 
tariff reform, which none more than 
he formerly derided. constitutes the 
most signal personal triumph of his 
erratic career,

Jackson of the Missouri A. 
C., formerly of Missouri University, won 
the annual cross-country run for the 
championship of the Western Division of 
the A. A.-U., held over a six and a half- 
mile course in Forest Park yesterday 


efternoon, !n easy style. He was li! 
yards ahead of Joe Forshaw of the Mis- 
souri A. C. and finished with a strong 
sprint. 

Because of his easy victory Jackson is 
now favored to win the annual Mis- 
sourl A. C. Marathon race, to he run 
over a 25-mile course from Freeburg, 
lll., to the Missouri A. C. May 2. For- 
shaw won the W. A. A. U. cross-coun- 
try championship last year and the year 
previous. 

Yesterday Forshaw was up against a 
runner who moved along like a machine 
and yet when the finish line came in 
sight had enough strength in reserve to 
sprint away. 

Jackson's time was 40m. 23s. Forshaw’s 
time was 4lm. 9s. The record for the 
course is 38m. and 413-58., held by 
Forshaw. This was established on a dry 
course. Yesterday the runners went 
above their running shoes in soft places 
in the turf as the result of the rain. 

Jackson and Forshaw took the lead 
soon after the start from the Triple A 
clubhouse. They kept out in front all 
the way to the bandstand in the south- 
western part of the park, where the 
final turn for the run to the Triple A 
clubhouse commenced. 

Jackson bid good-by to Forshaw at 
this point. He let out a few notches, 
but Joe was too tired to keep up with 
him and Jackson was soon out in the 
lead. There was a number of small

“The bank return reflected the full 
effects of tie $12,000,000 cash gain indi- 
cated yesterday, and in addition to the 
increase shown by -the associated in- 
Stitutions the nonreporting State banks 
and trust companies added $899,700 to 
their cash holdings, reducing loans $6,- 
161,000. The associated banks reported 
an actual decrease of $2,000,000 in loan 
account, although the average figures 
indicated $8,000,000 expansion, The sur- 
plus is now $50,000,000. 

“The really important development of 
the week was the resumption of gold 
exports to Paris last Thursday. This 
operation was altogether natural under 
the circumstances, as sterling has ruled 
for several days, both here and at 
Paris, at a more favorable level for gold 
remittances than that at which the out- 
flow of last May started. There is evy- 
ery reason why the gold should go, 
with the exchanges against us, and 
money quotations lower here than at 
most European centers. 

“The most potential fact, however, is 
the German hid for the metal which has 
been used effevtively this week, by way 
of Paris, where most of the gold intend- 
ed for Berlin account will probably be 
sent. Higher discounts at Berlin, with 
the known tension of that market. and 
the strain it has been put in in finan- 
cing the huge Government loan, sug- 
gests that the German bankers may 
continue their offer to allow interest in 
transit on New York gold shipments for 
some time to come. Sterling at Paris 
ruled a trifie higher-today, but not 
enough to disturb the negotiations for 


further gold shipments next week, when 


several engagements will probably be 
put through.” 

The business vreek, which closed on 
Thursday was characterized by slow 
and insignificant trading.- Money con- 
tinued to accumulate in New York, 
with a diminishing demand from bor- 
rewers and with expected demand from 
The 
money market became so plethoric that 
slvipments of gold to Paris began on 
the triangular operation through Lon- 
dou. Concessions offered by the Im- 
pcrial Bank of Germany pointed to 
some outgo to Berlin as well. 

Neither the gold outgo nor the prom- 
ise of an early recall of Government de- 
posits from the banks had any effect 
fn stiffening money rates. Trade reports 
fointed to some renewed contraction, 
copper prices declined again and iron 
and steel prices were unstable. A fresh 
increase in the number of idle freight 
cars pointed to disappointing conditions 
of railroad traffic: 

The gold shipments of the last week 
are the first consignments of that kind 
to Europe since 1997. They were brought 
about solely through an advance in for- 
eign exchange rates. 

In the movement of 1907 only $25,000,000 
wan shipped altogether. That was a 
reatively small amount, and had little, 
uf any, effect on then existing condi- 
tions. 

Turing the October panic by the op- 
erations of New York bankers, $100,000,000 
fin gold was imported to this country 
from Europe, and that money is here 
New York always ships gold to 
Furope at this season of the year, and 
if it is needed in Europe now, we can 
well afford t ve away some from our 
surplus supply. This will in no way 
weaken our financial position, but wil! 

‘p to materially. strengthen the inter- 
netional money situation. 

At the present time the coffers of the 
New York banks are overloaded with 
money which they find almost impossible 
to use to advantage. This is shown by 
the fact that rates are down to bed- 
tock. The latest quotations for call 
Joans are 1% per cent, for time loans 
1% for 60 days, 3 for 90 days and 34@4 for 
five and six months, and 4%@5 for a 
year. The exportation of gold, therefore,

‘these facts have tar greater sig- 
nificance than the hopeful theories of 
brokers, or the tancitul prophecies of 
railroad presidents. 

The only silver lining to the indus- 
trial cloud seems tv be the prospect of 
a bountiful harvest. But this is some 
months away yet, and many things 
may happen betw een now and then. 

Present indications point to a large 
reduction in iron production. The iron 
and steel industries invariably refiect 
business eonditions, and just now they 
are not in a position which can be 
construed as prophetic of prosperity 
in the immediate, or not distant, fu- 
ture. 

The Wall Street Journal, speaking 
of the condition of the Northern Pa- 
cific, has this to Say: 

“For the secund month to date the 
Northern Pacific has reported a fall- 
ing off in gross -npghaaag Oe Its figures, 
$4,722,906, are less by $683,043, or 12.5 
per cent, than they were a year ago. 
in December this road suffered a loss 
of about $100,000, but in all other 
months it has earned a substantial 
amount, more than in the correspond- 
ing months of 1907. 

As was the case with the Great 
Northern, occupying the same general 
field, the Northern Pactic’s latest 
statement suffers less by any actual 
decrease in the amount of business of- 
fered than it does by unfair compar- 
ison with an unusually good month 
last year. In February of this year 
the road carned $4,011,287, so that its 
traffic in March was $761,619 greater. 
A year ago, with the free movement 
of trains after’ the partial blockade, 
March earnings were $1,878,943 larger 
than in February. 

“With three-quarters of 
gone the Northern Pacific 
earnings of $53,736,412 to .compare 
With $49,593,202 a year ago—an in- 
crease of 8.3 per cent in an off year. 
To what extent expenses and taxes 
have increased has not been made 
public. Earnings from carrying mail 
and express have been smaller in this 
period by $522,460.

683.043 
the statement of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission for the 
first eight months it would appear 
that the Northern Pacific is spend- 
ing, on an average, about 56.5 per cent 
of its gross income for expenses, and 
about 60 per cent for both expenses 
and taxes. On this basis the com- 
pany has net earnings to date of near- 
ly $21,500,000.” 
It is humored in well-informed 
quarters that the contract between 
the American Smelting and Refining 
Co. and the United Metals Selling Co. 
expiring June 1, will not be renewed. 
It is said that the Smelting Co. will 
establish an agency of its own. 

The failure to renew the contract 
will involve about 40,000,000 pounds of 
copper a year. This is by no means a 
bear argument in Smelters stocks. On 
the contrary it should prove an ex- 
cellent thing for the company in more 
ways than one, the most important of 
which is the saving of the commission 
paid to the Metals Co. for sales. 

St. Louis has the proud distinction 
of being the only large city in the 
country that shows an increase in 
bank clearings for.1908 over the cor- 
responding period in 1907. 

This is an evidence that St. Louis 
is more than holding its own in the 
race of commerce, and that when gen- 
eral conditions have improved it will 
be one of the leading factors in the 
industrial situation in the country. 
Application for the appointment of 
a receiver for the Odell Brokerage Co. 
of Cincinnati. one of the largest con- 
cerns of its kind in the country. was 
made Saturday. Rumors of financial 
difficulties have been current for sev- 
eral days, but the company was de- 
clared to be in good shape except for 
one or two large deals still unsettled 
at the time of the last reorganization 
of the concern. 

The short week of trading on the 
London Stock Exchange has revealed 
little of interest.

THE END OF LENT 


Beef Steers Cheaper Each Day and 
Cows Were Very Dull 
All Week. 








HOGS, TOO, WERE CHEAPER 


Scarcity of Sheep Stayed Decline 
There, but Horses and Mules 


Dropped. 





Receipts the past week totaled 12,000 
head, compared with 11,990 the previous 
period, 15,500 two weeks ago, 10,400 a 
month ago and 12,000 the corresponding 
period of last year. 

The market winds up the parted in 
very dut!l condition. The inquiry has 
been narrower than any time since Lent 
started.. Throughout the entire week, 
especially for some ciasses of stock 


which have deciined sharpiy. 
The beef steer market has been on 


the decline since the start and although 
each day the market started out fairly, 
it wound up in feeble condition at the 


low point. Succeeding weakness cumu- 
lated in a decline of 25@35ic, compared 
with the close of the previous week and 
compared with the high time 10 days 


ago, values are 40@50e lower. The top 
of the market last week was $6.90 and 
it took prime 1460-pound steers to reach 
that price. While early days this 
week most of the good to choice steers 
sold at $6.25@6.75, same kinds sold at 
the close of the week at $6.10@6.60. The 
lerge share of the fair and medium 
dressed beef steers brought $6.25°95.75. 
The butcher heifer market has been 
irregular. Trade displayed strength as 
well as weakness during the period, 
which, however, has affected the mar- 
ket very little with the close of the 
previous week. A — head topped 
the week’s trade at otherwise the 
ectual top has been $5.85 for several full 
loads. Bulk of the good to choice lots 
sold at $4.75@5.60 and most of the com- 
mon and medium killing kinds at $4@4 50. 
Cow Market Very Dull. 
The cow market, however. had dull 
tone. A larger supply of grass Texas 
steers decreased the call for cows and 
prices consequently slumped 25@40e with 
the previous week. Prime cows topped 
the market at $5.60 and the bulk of tho 
x00d to choice kinds commanded $4.2 
Most of the cutters and fairly good beef 
cows sold between $3.15@4, and while the 
best canners sold around $3, trashy lots 
sold as low as $2. 

The bull market closed 15@25c lower 
than the past week. Very few seli above 
$5.25 and the bulk of the medium to 
good kinds bring $4@6. 

The calf market shows a stronger 
basis by 25c than prices a week or ten 
days ago. A single calf topped the 
market at $7 and bulk of the sped to 
choice kinds sold at $6.50@6 

A strong demand for Sachors and 
feeders has been poorly supplied. Re- 
ceipts have been insufficient. to give 
buyers a chance to fill their orders. 
The market as far as the small sup- 
ply was concerned was fully steady 
and the yards were well cleaned up at 
the close of the period. 

A fairly large supply of quaran- 
tine cattle met with generally act- 
ive cal! during the period and out- 
side of some irregularity of sales dur- 
ing early days, the market hag been 
virtuallv 25¢ lower at close of the pe- 
riod. All of the supply has been grass 
steers and mainly a fair to good fat 
kind selling at $4.46@5.50. Quite a 
portion of the receipts were plain 
steers around $3.75 and several trains 
of common canning kinds sold at 
$2.75. Few canner cows, grass bulls 
and oxen were included in the re- 
ceipts and sold steady to 10c lower 
with the previous week 

Hogs, Too, Are Lower. 

Although the receipts of hogs were 
only moderate each day last week, the 
market was on the decline and closed 
about 25@40c lower than the close of 
the previous week and general condl- 
tions were not at all satisfactory.

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NEW YORK, April 18.—The 2500 em- 
pleyes of the Countess Moltke-Heuitfeld 
and her sisters, Marquise Breteu!l and 
Lady Gordon Cummings, in the ‘Garner 
Print Works, Haverstraw, are praying 
for warm weather and the return of 
prosperity to relieve them from their 
poverty and suffering. The long, cold 
spring has sickened to the point of des- 
peration many an already deeply bur- 
dened being in the tiny wooden shacks 


of the Hudson. 

Though the situation has been, per- 
haps, no worse at Garnerville than in 
many other mill towns of the East, 
there has been an added feeling of bit- 
terness at Garnerville on account of the 
stories that have reached there of the 
princely luxury maintained abroad by 
the three daughters of the late William 
L. Garner, the founder of the mills, all 
of whom married titled foreigners, 

They own between them the vast Gar- 
ner estate, comprising cotton weaving 
and print plants at Garnerville, Cohoes, 
Wappingers Falls, Newburg, Rochester 
and Reading, Pa., as well as a vast 
tract of land in Rockland County, on 
which latter is the reservoir and wa- 
terworks of Haverstraw. 

Many Stories of Suffering. 

Poormaster Foster said today that 
never in his life had he heard so many 
stories of suffering and privation as 
during the past winter, and while the 
tension was being somewhat relieved by 
the approach of mild weather, there was 
still a good deal of want. He knew of 
many instances, he said, where entire 
families had been living miserably on 
two, three, four or five dollars a week. 

Asked if any ald had been extended to 
the mill workers by Lady Gordon Cum- 
ming, Marquise Breuteuil or Countess 
Moltke-Heiutfeld, he shook his head neg- 
atively. 

‘IT have never heard of any help from 
these quarters,”’ he said. ‘‘I have inve 
tigated many of the reports of famili 
without clothing, shoes, food, or bed cov- 
ering, and found them true. ‘I do not 
know if the condition of the workers ts 
krrown to the mill management.”’ 

Owners Live on Fine Estate. 

The wife of one of the men employed 
in the packing department of the mill, 
which has keen running two days a 
week, showed her visitor an English 
magazine containing pictures of the Gor- 
con Cummuingses and their fine estate at 
Altyre. near Ferres, Scotland. 

“We strive to keep that place up in 
style,”’ she said grimly. 

Garnerville, which iss owned in its en- 
tirety by the Garner estate, has been 
laid out on the castle plan. The bosses 
live in the finest dwellings on the hill- 
tops. The sub-bosses are provided for 
on the top terraces in houses not as 
good as those of the bosses. The deputy 
sub busses are quartered in still less pre- 
tentious quarters on the back streets. 

The rank and file of the workers are 
housed in long rows of frame structures 
in the least desirable locations. Each 
caste must stick to its own quarters. 
The social! lines are tightly drawn. The 
bosses at Garnersville ride in carriages 
and automobiles. The workers go about 
in broken shoes, with, their children 
barefooted. 

Founder Was Drowned, 

The founder of the estate, William L. 
Garner, together with his wife, Marce!l- 
lite M. Thorne Garner; his brother, 
Frost Garner, and Miss Adele Hunter, 
were drowned by the overturning of 
Garner’s yacht, Mohawk, off Staten Is- 
iand, in 1876.

[ISCUSSION in Washington of 
[) the recent recommendation by 
the Postmaster-General of a 
Postal Savings Bank system, and 
ccnsideration of the question result- 
ing from the recent financial string- 
ency, call: attention to interesting 
facts in connection with the working 
of the English postal savings institu- 
tion. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
stated recently that the total amount 
due depositors in the English Post- 
office Savings Bank at the end of 1907 
was estimated at $787,590,000. These 
fixures efford convincing proof that 
the British people are thrifty. They 
also seem to bear testimony to the 
success of the institution. 

It is a little more than forty-six 
vears since the English Postoffice 
Savings Bank was started. Now it 
has about 10,000,000 customers, 
which means that practically that one 
person in every five of the entire 
population of the United Kingdom has 
an account open with the Govern- 
ment. 

Sydney Buxton, the Postmaster- 
General, recently declared “that the 
depositors have as security the whole 
credit of the nation.” The total cost 
of conducting this gigantic concern 
amounts to $2,500,000 a year. 

When operations were commenced 
in 1861, a comparatively small num- 
ver of offices were opened throughout 
the country, but now there are close 
to 15.000 branches of the bank in al-

tel—the Hotel Rand. Barnes Jhafed 
at the restraint placed on his actions, 
and, declaring that the rules and reg- 
ulations were fussy and silly, he 
leased the establishment outright and 
placed Mizner in charge as manager.

To deal with 
this enormous business a staff of 
3000 clerks is daily employed, and 
every postmaster is in the service of 
the bank. 

On an average 50,000 deposits are 
made each day and the withdrawals 
number at least 18,000. All these have 
io be entered several times by many 
clerks, checked and added together, 
and the work would be overwhelming 
were it not organized on the most sci- 
entific principles. 

The progress of the bank has been 
by rapid strides. During the first 
year of its exis ence 178,495 accéunts 
were opened and $8,491,105 deposited. 
Now, as already stated, the depositors 
number over 10,000,000 and the 
amount at their credit exceeds $787.- 
400,000, or an average deposit of 
something over $75 for each account. 

The latest s‘atistics revealed the 
rather singular fact ‘hat ‘he people of 
Ireland wee the thriftiest. in the 
kingdom.

At first. deposita were limited to 
2.50. Now sums up to $250 may be 
deposited in one year till an aggregate 
of $1000 is reached, and then one can 
Lify up to $2500 of Government stock 
and so have $3500 to one’s credit In 
the Postoffice. 

And, as showing to what extent this 
latter facility is taken advantage of 
by depositors, Mr. Asquith has just 
stated that the amount of Consols 
sold from the Postoffice Savings Bank 
fund during the year 1907 was $10,- 
967.320. Moreover, the amount of 
Consols held on account of the fund 
at Dec. 31 last was $295,361,596. 

In other ways the facilities afforded 
to depositors have been greatly in- 
creesed. Formerly money could only 
be withdrawn after notice. so that 
two days at least—and for depositors 
in remate parts a much longer period

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Mrs. Mary Gridley Bell Illustrates How Lives of People Were 
_ Molded by Strange Will of Gen. Asahel Gridley of Blooming- 


ton, Ills—J. D. Brezzi of This City Has Will Engraved 


on Copper Plates—Curious Bequests of 
Millionaires Shaw, Mullanphy and Peper 
of St. Louis 


HAT the manner in which mil- 
T lionaires dispose of property by 
will often affects the whole 
afier life of many persons was re- 
ca'led to the people of Illinois the 
other day by the announcement from 
Kenosha, Wis., that Mrs. Mary Grid- 
lev Bell, daughter of Gen. Asahel 
Gridley of Bloomington, Ill., was 
dving at that place. Gen. Gridley left 
a peculiar will, that molded a num- 
ber of lives. .Among those who felt 
the spell of the dead man's will was 
the daughter, the beautiful, brilliant 
Mary Gridley. 
~ Gen. Gridley occupied a prominent 
piace in Illinois a generation ago. He 
was e of the leaders among the 
picneers of that State, a man of 
strong personality, who stamped him- 
self upon his time and accumulated a 
large fortune. 

His advent to Bloomington was in 
1830, and he was the first merchant 
there. He served as Captain in the 
Biack Hawk War and his bravery 
won for him the rank of Brigadier- 
General. He later attained eminence 
at the bar, was elected to both houses 
of the State Legislature and many 


Alton shops and otherwise favored 
_ neidentally, he became the first mil- 


death, 25 years ago, was regarded as 
a public calamity. 

He left four children, two sons and 
twu daughters. His great estate was 
be queathed to them by a peculiar will. 
The testament was signed Sept. 11, 
1880, a few months before Gen. Grid- 
ley died. It was a voluminous docu- 
ment, containing numerous codicils, 
revisions and minute stipulations. 

The eldest son, Albert, died manv 
years ago. Edward, the other son, 
resides in Chicago. Mrs. JiWius Scho- 
enurock, the elder daughter,\ lives in 
Paris, France, where she (was fa- 
mous as a beauty for many years. 
She makes occasional visits to Bloom- 
ington to look after her estate in Cen- 
tral Illinois. The fourth child, Mary, 
occupied a prominent place in society 
in her native State for years. Her 
good looks and intellectual endow- 
ments made her a marked woman 
among her: associates.

One feature of the legal discussion 
involved Mrs. Schoenrock of Paris.

under the will. Thus a rare and un- 
usual point of international law was 
dragged in, to complicate the siiuation 
a ready complicated by the intricate 
provisions of the will itself. 

She instituted proceedings to have 
the courts recognize her inheritance. 

The peculiar will left by Gen. Grid- 
ley caused many disagreements 
emong his children, however, though 
they did not actually result in litiga- 
tion. Mrs. Gridley, widow of the 
General, died in 1900, and now the 
Leautiful Gridley mansion in Bloom- 
jagton, “The Oaks,” has passed into 
other hands. 

Mary Gridley Bell’s lot in life was 
not the happiest aside from the dis-. 
agreements and contentions caused 
by her father’s will. About 25 years 
ago she married Frederic A. Bell of 
Rochester and Buffalo, N. Y.” At the 
time of her marriage she was the 
civorced wife of John A. Bruce of 
Chicago.. Four years after her mar- 
riage to Bell she returned home after 
a trip and was refused admission to 
the house, her husband informing her 


that all her pe:sonal belongings were 
stored in the stable. 

She filed suit for divorce and $3000 
a year alimony. She won her alimony 
suit in the State courts and ultimate- 
ly in the United States Supreme 
Court, receiving. in addition to the 
annuity a large portion. of her mil- 
lionaire husband's es‘ate, which, with 
the $250,000 she inherited from her 
father, made her a rich woman. 

A condition of her right to alimony 
was that she should appear at least 
once every year and demand admit- 
tsunce to her husband’s home. She 
complied with that condition, but al- 
ways was refused permission to enter. 
Because of the prominence and wealth 
cf the couple, their separation was 
the subject of prolonged society gos- 
sip, but never was explained. 

The Gridleys were much in the pub- 
lic eye in former years, but have 
lived quieter, more retired lives since 
the death of Mrs. Gridley eight years 
ago. The will of Gen. Gridley was all 
bur forgotten by the people of IIL- 
nois until the announcement came 
*hat Mrs. Bell was near death in Wis- 
consin. 

In few ways is the caprice of the 
human mind exhibited so strikingty 
as in the making of wills. The odd 
ee in the testament of Gen. 

dliey of Illinois were only one 
instance of a thing almost universal. 

Men with money seem to take a de- 
light in tying all sorts of strings to 
bequests they make, and queer wills 
are drawn every day in every city 
in the country. 

A St. Louisan recently displayed 
originality in the making of his will, 
nct so much in the way he devised 
his property as in the manner in 


which his will was gotten up. It was’ 
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printed from copper plates engraved 
by a St. Louis jewelry house, in the 
same manner that copper plates for 
visiting cards are engraved. 

The author of that remarkable doc- 
ument is Jean Dominic Brezzi. He 
is sti’l living, and says he expects to 
continue living for many years to 

me. Mr. Brezzi claims to be the 
only Corsican resident ‘n St. Louis. 
lie is a salesman for a St. Louis man- 
ufacturing company. His home ig 
ar 4630 Cook avenue. 

Mr. Brezzi had his will drawn up 
in legal form and carried the “copy” 
to the jewelry house which did the 
engraving. He asked to see the man 
isi Charge of that branch of the busi- 
ness. 

“I have an unusual order to give 
you,” said the Corsican, “I want my 
will engraved.” 


Other Peculiar Provisions. 


He exhibited the “copy” to the en- 
graver and a price was agreed upon. 
It was necessary, in order to have the 
lettéring of a size and style satisfac- 
tory to Mr. Brezzi, that three large 
piates should be engraved, thus mak- 
ing the will, when printed, to cover 
three sheets of parchment. One of 
the legacies was a medal, presented 
to Mr. Brezzi’s father by Napoleon 
lil for distinguished service in the 
F'rench army in 1862. 

The engraved will was delivered to 
Mr. Brezzi a few days ago and he 
expressed himself as satisfied with 
the work. The jewelry house which 
did the engraving says that, so far 
as any of its employes have 
beard, no similar order ever was 
given in the history of modern en- 
graving.

Three St. Louis millionaires have 
left unusual wills. That of the late 
Christian Peper, the wealthy tobacco 
manufacturer, was remarkable in that 
it disclosed to the public for the first 
time the fact that “Christion Peper 
Jr.”” was not the real son of the tes- 
tator, but only an udopted child. This 
was revealed by the language of the 
will, which directed that a legacy 
be given to “Chiistian Cornelius, 
called Peper.” The hisio:y of Mr. 
Cornelius’ adoption by the testator 
came out in the subsequent litigation 
over the will. 

Henry Shaw, the rich St. Louisan, 
tc whom the city is indebted for the 
Missouri Botanical Gardens, common- 
ly known as “Shaw’s Garden,” left a 
will with some strange provisions. 
One was that he be buried within the 
gardens, which provision was carried 
out. Another was that his town 
heuse, located in the present site 
of the Mercantile Club, should be 
removed to the gardens. He left 
310,000 to pay for that. 

His executors found, however, that 
to remove the house, a large bric« 
structure, would cost $30,000, while 
to erect a new house which would be 
a duplicate of the old would cost only 
$10,000. The question of what to do 
was submitted to the courts and a 
decision was rendered that the orig- 
inal house must be moved, though 
the cost might be much heavier than 
tad been estimated by Mr. Shaw. 
This was done, accordingly, at great 
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expense and with great care and 
tivuble. 

The will of the late Bryan Mul- 
lanphy, the millionaire who founded 
st. Louis Mullenphy Hospital and for 
whom Mullanphy street is named, 
contained a bequest of money to be 
held in trust to provide a fund for 
bringing Iiish immigrants to the 
West and as:isting them to get set- 
tled comfortably in this part of the 
ceuntry. There was a flood of Irish 
insmigration at ‘he time the will was 
wade, which now has fallen off and 
this fund is accumulating in the 
hends of the trustees. 

The wills of the late Tom Snell, 
the Clinton millionaire and Lothario, 
and of Marshal Field, the Chicago 
merchant prince, both sought to cir- 
cumvent the law against entail by 
providing that their estates should be 
held intact for a period of years 
amounting to almost a century. 

VYhe making of pecullar wills is not 
vonfined to this country. All sorts 
cf queer testaments come to light in 
Europe. 

One of the st¢angest of recent times 
was that of a mysterious Russian 
woman who left a will providing that 
a little chamber should be fitted up in 
her mausoleum in the cemetery of 
Pere Lachaise in Paris and that $40,- 
000 should be paid to any person who 
would occupy that chamber day and 
n‘ght for 12 months, holding no com- 
munication with any living person 
save the messenger who should bring 
meals for the watcher from a nearby 
restaurant. A candidate came for- 
ward and spent several months in the 
mauseoleum. It was observed finally 
that he was losing his mind and the 
authorities caused him to be removed. 
The $40,000 legacy never has been 
earned.

An Englishman bequeathed $2600 to 
his widow. but provided that she 
should not “enjoy” the money until 
after her death, when it should be 
expended in burying her in a manner 
befitting the widow of the. testator.

These are questions medical men 
and sociologists are now asking. In 
Cimeinnati, O., physicians who have 
ttudied the case of Etta Saulters. a 
young woman who attempted suicide 
2€ times, answer these questions in 
the affirmative. They sav suicide is 
a germ disease. that it is inherited, 
and that it is infectious. This novel 
theory is indorsed by others who have 
given the subject careful study 

Not only does one pnysician of high 
sionding in the Ohio city make the 
assertion that suicide is a disease, he 
also names the drug which relieves 
the disease. Alcohol, he says, is an 
antidote for the suicide toxin ahd 
n couple of drinks of whisky will dis- 
sinate the suicidal impulse of any 
moelancholiac. The physician says he 
has never heard of a drunken person 
attempting suicide, but the police rec- 
ords of St. Louis contain many such 
cases. 

Be that as it may, the career of the 
seautiful young Etta Saulters, who 
nas been dubbed “The _ Suicide 
Queen” by the Cincinnati police and 
newspapers, is a remarkable illus- 
tration of a perplexing sociological 
and scientific question. If there is 
such a thing as a suicide microbe, 
that young woman seems to be infect- 
ei with the new-found bacillus to an 
extent hitherto unheard of. 

Her 26 attempts at‘suicide cover a 
period of nearly three years and she 
haa adopted a great variety of meth- 
ods of self-slaughter, none of which 
has proven successful up to date. She 
has deliberately dallied with death in

This strange woman still is in the 
bloom of vouth.

Five times since her first attempt 
she has tried carbolic acid. She has 
also taken deadly drafts of laydanum, 
paiis green, arsenic and other poisons. 

One morning pedestrians and resi- 
dents in the same neighborhood 
where she swallowed her first draft 
of poison were terrified as a girl's 
body shot from a high window. 
Rruised, maimed and unconscious, the 
body lay on the sidewalk. The po- 
liceman on the beat thought her dead 
and called the patrol wagon. But 
before it arrived. he sent in another 
call, this time for the ambulance. 
Again Etta Saulters lived to tete-a- 
tete with Death. 

It seemed as though the idea of 
suicide took possession of her every 
t'me she had the “blues.”’ Trouble 
or worry; real or imaginary, seemed, 
in her state of mind, to call for a re- 
volver, a noose, a vial of poison or 
the cold waters of some deep stream. 
But success always eluded her in 
the grim seeking after death. 

Usually some policeman happened 
along just in the nick of time to'cut 
her down if she had hung herself, or 
to rush her off to the hospital, if she 
had taken poison. In the latter case 
the stomach.pump undid what she 
had gone such desperate lengths 
to do. 

Often she has been thrown into a 
frenzy of disappointment by the frus- 
tration of her endeavors to kill her-

eeir She has fought policemen with 
ihe fury of a tigress and even after 
veing placed under lock and key at a 
pclice station has improvised a noose 
from parts of her clothing and tried 
to hang herself to the bars of a cell. 
Only the most vigilant watchfulness 
hus prevented her from committing 
suicide in that manner. 

At other times, however, she has 
been arrested at her own request 
wnen the suicidal impulse was work- 
ing within her and she was striving 
to resist. it. The police, realizing her 
reculiar situation, always locked her 
un when she made such a request. 

The police took the precaution to 
warp every druggist in Cincinnati 
not to sell poisons ‘to the woman in 
quantities large enough to produce 
death. She circumvented that bit of 











Ohio River and the dark waters of the 
Miami and Erie Canal offer voppor- 
tunities for persons bent on self- 
destruction, but Etta Saulters ap- 
pears to be afraid of water, although 
she has made three atfempts, within 
the knowledge of the police, to drown 
herself. 

The following is her complete rec- 
ord as compiled by the police and 
hospital authorities in Cincinnati: 

July 4, 1905—Swallowed an ounce 
6? carbolic acid; pumped out at the 
City Hospital. The acid was not dilut- 
ed and prompt action alone saved her 
life. 

Aug. 5—Stabbed herself with a hat 
tin. Failed to find a vital spot. 
Oct. 28—Drank carbolic acid, but it 
was a weak solution and did little 
harm beyond searing her lips and 
mouth. 

Nov. 10—Tried to asphyxiate her- 
aclf at her home, but relatives noticed 
the odor of gas, broke into her room 
and. saved her life. She was already 


urconscious. 

Jan. 20, 1906—Set fire to her clothes. 
4 woman saved her life by throwing 
a blanket over her. 

Feb. 56—Swallowed carbolic acid 

Stomach pump was used at 
Hospital. 
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Feb. $—Swallowed arsenic the day 
after being released from the Hos- 
pital. Back to the Hospital again. 

May 18—Hanged herself to a hed- 
pest at her home, but thé rope was 
ton long to permit strangulation.

Feb. 9—Put a dozen match heads in 
a glass, let them soak for half an 
hour and then drank the product. 
Pumped out at the City Hospital. 

Feb. 18—Carbolic acid again. 

April 3—Tried to shoot herself, but 
inflicted only a sligtt flesh wound in 
the left arm. 

April 14—Jumped out of a second- 
story window, but did eS more dam- 
ege than sprain her wrist. 

April 15 Hanged herself three 
times, but was cut down ie ee 
She first made a rope ou 
skeet, then used her corset strings, 
and finally the wire in her hat. This 
time she was put into the padded cell 


for three days. the Miam! & 
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ec she called for help and, after 
floundering around for a while, was 
pulled out by street laborers. 

July 4—Tried to shoot herself with 
a revolver her brother had been using 
to celebrate Independence day. The 
revolver, however. was loaded with 
blanks only, and powder burns were 
her only injuries. 

July 8—Cut her wrist with a piece 
of tin. 

March 24, 1908—Carbolic acid again. 

While the theory of a suicide germ 
has been advanced, physicians are not 
ve’ ready arcept it, but they do 
admit that snicide is hereditary: also 
that it is infectious. The fact that it 
is contagious has been demonstrated 
in a number of ceases to Coroner Otis 
I, Camerson of Cincinnati. 

A Pennsylvania woman, whose hus- 
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in Cincinnati, wrote to the Coroner 
asking him to send her the remainder 
of a bottle of poison her husband had 
used to kill himself with. The Cor- 
oner exhibited the letter and at the 
same time stated that her request 
would not be granted because. she 
might become infected with the bacil- 
li suicidum. 

“I make it a rule now never to re- 
turn an implement of death to rela- 
tives of the deceased,” said he. “Sta- 
tistics that I have compiled during 
the time I have been in office show 
that in many cases where the weapon 
has been returned to relatives a sec- 
ond, and, sometimes, a third death 
followed. 

“These statis'ics seem to be proof 
that there must be contagion; perhaps

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ATURE has given the farmers of Kentucky 
N a monopoly in certain kinds of tobacco, 
which can be raised nowhere else. In the 
northern and eastern section, 40 counties in the 
heart of the Blue Grass region and around it 
raise the famous light tobacco known as Burley. 
‘This is absolutely essential in the manufacture 
of plug. The industry in this section gives em- 
ployment to 40,000 people, net including brokers, 
speculators, warehousemen and other middlemen, 
and 160,000 acres are devoted to the cultivation. 
As one leaves the Burley section there comes a 
group of counties, 17 in number, not essentially 
tobacco counties, but some of which are utilizing

” American farmer is a very slow-thifking, lethar- 


gic individual, and he hates to do more than talk 
about things when he is not tilling the soil. Vari- 
ous small unions were established, however, in 
various counties, but they were moribund. 

H. E. Swain of Henry County, a young farmer, 
became interested in the project and he began 
to talk about it. He went about day and night 
and with mortgages and forced sales as his argu- 
ment got enough farmers stirred up to organize 
unions of the American Society of Equity in 
eight counties of the 40. Delegates from these 
eight counties met in convention in Newcastle 
on Oct. 1, 1906, but this convention was packed 
by representatitves of the tobacco company and 
of the warehousemen and it amounted to nothing. 

Another convention was called for Winchester 
on Oct. 10, and the delegates this time, alive to 
the situation, succeeded in obtaining the floor at 
the convention of the State Development Asso- 
ciation, an older organization of business men, 
the object of which is stated in the title. That 
gave the tobacco nen their first big hearing and 
won for them recruits in many other counties, 
Emboldened they announced that they would start 
upon a 40-day whirlwind campaign throughout 
the belt to tell the farmer how he might better 
himself. 

Dr. George W. McMillan of Pendleton was made 
manager and the object ‘was to obtain agreements 
from the farmers not to dispose of their 1905 crop 
at the prices fixed by the trust. Two score speak- 
ing and proselyting parties 
were at once organized, el- 
oguent speakers were 
found, brass bands were 
hired, calls and notices 
were printed and _ they 
started out, to meet on 
Jan. 2, 1907, at Winchester 
to report. 

That .40-days’ campaign 
was one of the liveliest 
in the history of the sec- 
tion.

Even in this time of stringency and depression 
the farmers have ‘agreed solemnly not to plant 
a single stalk and to fight the trust along that 
line. They have accepted the challenge of the 
trust that it can get tobacco somehow and some- 
where despite Kentucky and it is going to see. 


‘It is safe to say that such a condition has never 


before been witnessed in this country or in any 
other country of the world. 

__ Not only are they determined not to plant, but 
they are equally determined not to let their neigh- 
bor plant. There is no disguising that fact. 
Heretofore the night riders have confined them, 
selves to the dark patch and the other districts 
except for one or two particular cases. bu: f.om 
a knowledge of the situation, from conversation 























with men who deplore lawlessness, it may be 
said that the situation in the dark patch at its 








worst was peaceful compared with what will hap- 
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pen in the light patch, in the heart of the Blue 
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in which a variety of tobacco known as the “One 
Sucker,” is raised, being so-called because of a 
peculiarity in the growth of the plant. 

North to northwest of this belt is a group of 
counties, six in number, known as the “Green 
River district.” 

Immediately to the west of this lies the “Hen- 
derson stemming district,’”’ consisting of 11 coun- 
ties and part of a twelfth. 

Beginning at the south of the “One Sucker’ 
district in the western half of Simpson County, 
running southward and westward in Tennessee, 
through 10 counties and then north to the Ohio 
River, runs the famous “Dark Patch’ of Ken- 
tucky. Following the Ohio it skirts Livingston 
County, drops southeast, bisecting Caldwell, and 


when it reaches the point of beginning it has in- 
closed 16 counties of Kentucky and 10 of Ten- 
nessee, 26 in all. Here is grown the tobacco 
which Europe, Africa and Asia must have, and 
the average yield is 132,000,000 pounds annually, 
with 138,000 acres under cultivation. 

Kentucky is the chief tobacco-producing State 
of the country and of its 119 counties about 85 
are dependent upon it. According to the census 
of 1900 the State in 1889 produced about 37 per 
cent of the entire crop of the United States, with 
a value of $20,000,000. Tobacco is the principal 
industry of the State, the vast majority of whose 
citizens are interested in the work, directly or 
indirectly. 








world and it was practically without competition. 
It could gon» further with the manufactured 
product and it was time to turn its attention to 
the producer, the farmer who all these years 
had been getting along fairly well, although the 
depression of 1892 had lowered his prices to some 
extent. 

The trust then, it is admitted, started out to re- 
form the method of disposing of tobacco in the 
tobacco belt. It did not like the warehouse 
charges, the extra hauling charges, the prizing 
and rehandling, so it straightway districted all 
the sections from which it obtained its plapts, set 
up its agencies and warehouses and announced 
that it would deal with the farmer direct. 

The farmer did not object, for he saw in it a 
chance to get rid of the fees and commissions 
theretofore paid and he greeted the new agents 
with great courtesy. , 

Prices Went Down, Down. 


Just about that time the country was on the 
crest of the wave of prosperity, which broke on 
the rocks in October of 1907. Everywhere wages 
and prices were going up, money was plentiful, 
manufacturers, miners and farmers were happy. 

It was about 1899, also, when there was more 
demand for tobacco and more sold according to 
(he reports of the American Tobacco Co., the 
price of raw tobacco in Kentucky and its ad- 
joining territory began to go down and down. 
From 12 to 11, from 10 to 9, to 8 to 7, and in 
the years of 1902, 1903, 1904 and 1905, in the 
light Burley region, it has been brought down to 
average price of from 61-2 to 7 1-2 cents a pound. 
These figures are not disputed. There was no 
appeal from the price, and in all this time the 
actions of the agents of the company had become 
more and more positive. 

Men were told they could seli tobacco at the 
price fixed or go out of business. Many took the 
advice, as the crop reports indicate, preferring 
to turn their farms out to grass. The vast 
majority: could not do this and they were com- 
pelled to get along as best they could. The con- 
stantly increasing list of mortgages, the forced 
sales of household property and the emigration 
of the small farmer to the west show the condi- 


tion at this périod. 

The country was helpless and hopeless, and to 
crown it all it is emphatically said, upon the 
word of a half-dozen citizens, Mr. R. K. Smith, 
vice-president of the American Tobacco Co., an- 
nounced that the crop for 1906 must sell for an 
average of 5 1-2 cents a pound in the light Burley 
region. This was before the 1905 crop had been 
cut and before it could be known what the next 
year’s crop would be. The announcement went 
over the country like a chill wind and under it 
every farmer, tenant or landlord shivered with 
fear. 

In the early '90s J. A. Everett, a seed man of 
Indianapolis, becazne seized of a great idea, and 
out of that was born the American Society of 
Equity. Mr. Everett’s idea was the modest one 
of so organizing the farmers of the world that 
the price for all farm products could be regulated 
entirely by the producer. Mr. Everett's ider 
did not appeal] very strikingly to the farmer of 
the United States, but in the light Burley region 
of Kentucky it struck a responsive chord, for it 
was beginning to dawn upon them that if they 
were to combine and refuse to sell at 61-2 cents 
a pound the price might go up. There was no 
other place on earth for the American Tobacco 


“Co. to obtain its plug tobacco supply. 


But even that idea did not awaken them. The 


met with jeers from the tobacco company rep- 
resentatives and criticism from many newspa- 
pers for their Quixotic project, but they persisted 
and the movement grew. When the reports were 
all in on the night of Jan. 2, 1907, it was found 
that farmers representing 58 per cent of the en- 
tire crop, or the output of 92,800 acres, had en- 
tered into a solemn undertaking to stand together 
in the fight. The price of one was to be the price 
of all. At once a permanent organization was 
formed, with Clarence Le Bus of Cynthiana as 
president and Lucian Beckner, a young lawyer 
of Winchester, as the secretary. Each county was 
organized into distriets with local unions, from 
which one delegate went to the County Board of 
Control. From the county one man went as a 
member of the State Board of Control, which was 
to be all-powerful. 

The staff of missionaries was maintained to 
continue urging the farmer, and a district sample 
room was established at Winchester. There a 
sample of all the tobacco grown in the district 
was placed on exhibition, with the announcement 
that any person could purchase it at the average 
price of 15 cents a pound. That was somewhat 
of a jump from 71-2 cents a pound, and it cre- 
ated a profound impression. The trust announced 
that it had all the tobacco it wanted, but the 
farmer knew a little better than that. 

It was the policy of the society to carry over 
the VYear such of its members as could not carry 
themselves, and to do that some very keen finan- 
cing had to be done. It became a very active bor- 
rower both in the banks and among its wealthier 
members. Money was obtained from every quar- 
ter and much of it came from the warehousemen 
of Louisville and Cincinnati, who had seen their 
business drop by the advent of the trust. It was

They 
are fighting quietly through newspapers and by 
agents as hard as they know how, but at the same 
time they have already entered into negotiations 
with the officers of the society. Mr. Smith re- 
cently offered 12 cents a pound for 10,000 hogs- 
heads of tobacco from the association, but this 
was refused. He was told that he might buy at 
15 cents and buy the 1905 crop first, then 1906, and 
after that; 1907. He has also been told that there 
will be no crop this year or until the surplus hes 


been used up. 

There was a meeting in Louisville on March 5, 
at which there were other offers, and from this 
has come great encouragement to the members of 
the association. ‘Shey say they will stick.

doing business in the State, and further requires 
every buyer, agent or person who purchases 
tobacco to certify that he is not buying for 
any such trust, combination or syndicate. That 
last could easily be evaded, of course, but the 
first part is a staggering blow. If it passes and 
is approved by the courts it will shut up the larg- 
est factories of the American Tobacco Co. around 
Louisville, and it will mean an enormous loss to 
the company., Many suppose that the negotia- 
tions entered into already by the company are 
inspired by that bill. 

Opinions as to whether the bill will pass vary. 
It will be a bitter fight and undoubtedly it will 
be vetoed by the present Governor, Mr. Willson, 
a Republican, elected last fall, was admittedly the 
attorney for the American Tobacco Co. in the 
Court of Appeals of the State. It is asserted that 
the bill will be passed over his veto, unless the 
arguments of the strong lobby now in operation 
prevail. 

They have already won their fight against the 
American Tobacco Co., its allies and the “regie” 
agents in the “dark patch.” Tobacco down there 
is selling for 10 to 11 cents as against an average 
of little more than 4 cents in 1903. The fight 
down there, the night riding and the violence, ig 
to keep the battle won, for the trust and its 
agents or friends are unceasing in their efforts 
to persuade the farmers to leave the association. 

Some farmers, seduced by higher prices offered 
by the agents, have not joined. They and the 
agents themselves, wherever they are found. are 
the ones whipped; their property has been de- 
stroyed and the assertion is made that it will be 
destroyed and the men whipped until they become 
loyal to the association or stop their work. 

It matters not whether the militia come into 
the region or detectives or other law officers, 
night riding, as it is called, will continue, and it 
is fair to say that there will be few convictions. 
Whether they will admit it or not, the majority 
in the district believe today that they are adopt- 
ing the only way by which the trust may be 
fought and prices maintained. 


Ne Place for Detective. 


It wouldn’t be very hard work to find out who 
*he night riders are, but it would be dangerous. 
A detective sent by Gov. Willson down to Rus- 
seliville obtained in three or four days a list of 
names. Almost anybody could tell him, and 
the man went before the grand jury. Four or 
five of the men he had on his list were on the 
jury and the detective somehow did not give his 
testimony in full. He left the town advising 
everybody to join the association. 

You can take it throughout the _  district— 
everybody deploring the situation and condemn- 
ing lawlessness in the abstract, but except for 
those employed by the trust or friendly to it, no 
effort is being made to discover the night riders 
and no attempt will be made as it stands at 
present. The militia is all infantry, and by the 
time they rush in one direction there is trouble 
in another. The county authorities control] the 
militia and they are not working hard. 

The situation in the dark patch was more crit- 
ical than in any other section at the outset. This

wick. One agent did not enter the territory of 
another agent, and in some cases where the boun- 
dary bisected a farm the farmer would have to 
sell one-half of his crop to one man and one-half 
to another. 

This agreement was in full working force in 
1901, and then, as in the light Burley region, 
while al] the rest of the country was experiencing 
prosperity, the tobacco farmer had his years of 
depression. In 1898 the average price of dark 
tobacco was 81-2 cents, in 1903 it had fallen to 
4 cents. As in the Burley region, the country 
was becoming bankrupt, mortgages were piling up 
in every county, farmers were going out of busi- 
ness, the negro laborer was leaving for the towns 
and the small farmer was moving away. They 
were compelled that year to sell tobacco for less 
than it cost the most careful farmers to raise it. 

It seemed absolutely impossible to do anything. 
The law would neither touch the trust nor the 


regie agents. They made prices to suit them- 
selves, and unless the farmer turned his farm into 
something else he must continue operating at a 
loss. There was little elee for him to do, for the 
labor of the country only knows tobacco.

The effect of improvement is noticeable in the 
dark tobacco belt since the fight against the trust 
was won. The financial stringency was not felt 
there. Everywhere prosperity is in evidence. 
Not only the farmer himself has benefited, but 
the cities and towns. Banks have increased in 
everv center. For instance, Robertson County, 
Tennessee, had only three banks three years ago. 
It now has nine. The schools have improved 
wonderfully and the children are now sent for 
full terms instead of for a few weeks. At Guth- 
rie. where five years ago there was but one 
school with a four months’ term, there is a 
graded system and a nine months’ tern. The in-

ever, and the men who pass away 
are forgotten speedily. They were 
busy and useful and well-known lo- 
caliy in their time, but they left no 
great, awe-compelling work to stand 
as their monument and  perpeiusnte 
their fame through the years. They 
worked to satisfy the immediate 
wents of themselves, their family, 
their business undertakings or the 
municipal public. Without these men 
of one talent the world would perish, 
yet no individual among them shines 
cout conspicuously. 

Now anti then, however, in all large 
communities there appears some man 
of 10 talents, whose daily life is @ 
simple, inconspicuous thing, yet who, 
ir the gqtiet of his closet, thinks 
great thoughts, makes great scien- 
tific discoveries, writes great boos 
or makes some other rare and perma- 
nent contribution to human progress, 
that takes its place among the real 
t-easures of earth forever. Such 
men do not excite the wonder and 
admiration of their neighbors, for 
the neighbor sees only the ordinary 
anily life of the genius, and close 
rroximity to the great man throws 
his wonderful accomplishments out 
of focus and makes him seem small 
and insignificant. 
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But abroad, in every city in the 
world, thinking men who ever are on 
the alert for the great new things, 
would esteem it a rare privilege to 
live next door to or in the same block 
with the man they know as the in- 
ventor of such and such a device, 
the author of such and such a book, 
the discoverer of such and such a 
natural law. And, after all, these in- 
conspicuous great men really are the 
best-known citizens of St. Louis and 
New York and Chicago and Lendon 
and Paris and”“every other city. 

The following list includes a num 
ber of the best-krown St. Louisans, 
ruany of whom, like the prophets of 
old, are “not without honor save in 
their own country.” The variety of 
the claims to fame of persons on this 
fet is amazing. It includes artists, 
authors, philosophers, scientists, col- 
lectors, poets and many others. 

Perhaps one uf the most striking il- 
lustrations of a man with interna- 
tional fame unknown locally is Dr. 
Denton J. Snider, the historian and 
ihilosopher. Dr. Snider’s name rare- 
I" appears in the columns of any St. 
Louis newspaper. 


He is not a society man nor does 
he belong to the “Big Cinch.’ His 
aidress is not given in the city di- 
iectory and not half a dozen persons 
in, the whole city know where he 
lives. Yet, if you should go to the 
great universities of Germany and 
sav that you are from St. Louis. 
probably the distinguished savant 
“ith whom you conversed would ex- 
claim: “Ah! then you know that 
xieat philosopher, Denton J. Snider!” 


Dr. Snider has written more than 
thirty large volumes, some of a his- 
‘orical nature, others dealing with 
he most abstruse philosophy and 
netaphysics. He is the founder and 
sveator of a new school of philosophy, 
which many believe is a great step 
in advance of Hegel and destined to 
riark an epoch in human thought. He 
is regarded by students at the East- 
err universities and in the great 
schools of Europe as one of the fore- 
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most thinkers living to ; 

He has local classes ij philosophy 
and his works are in th ‘draries of 
local thinkers, but he is httle known 
to any outside the narrow circle of 
those interested in philosophy. Yet 
he is one of the greatest, if not thé 
greatest, living St. Louisan. 


Then there is Bishop Daniel §S 
‘l'uttle, head of the Episcopal Church 
in the United Stgetes. He does not 
take an active part in the daily af- 
fairs of St. Louis. He has not the 
tirae,, with so many larger matters 
occupying him. He is known through- 
out the Christian world. yet the 
masses in St. Louis really know less 
of Bishop Tuttle than do many con- 
verted Chinamen in’Pekin and Chris- 
tianized natives of the Congo. 

Otto Widmann ts a retiring citizen 
of St. Louis.

Im his own field, a great branch of 
natural history, he is one of the 
sreatest men in America, yet not one 
person in 500 would think of naming 


any other man in America. He wrote 
the only Government publication on 
‘Stone Art in the United States,” 
which is contained in the twelfth re- 
port of the American Bureau of Eth- 
nology. | 

He has done much valuable work 
for the Smithsonian Institution and 
the St. Louis chapter of the Ameri- 
can Archeological “Institute. He 
ranks as one of the greatest, yet lo- 
cally least known, of St. Louis’ dis- 
tinguished men. , 

Prof, Chessin of the Washington 
University faculty is a maihemati- 
cian of international reputation.

He is Charged With Another Murder and He Won’t Go 


Free, Say the _ Authorities 


MAN with 14 notches on the butt of his 
A revolver, each notch being the record of a 

man shot, has been found in Tennessee. 
His name is David D. Edwards, and he is only 
26 years old. He is now under arrest, charged 
with a murder, which, if he is telling the truth 
about the notches on his gun, was his fifteenth 
shooting. If the statement made by this young 
man is true he is the most remarkable illustration 
of that type of fiction character who keeps the 
record of his shootings by cutting the stock of 
his weapon with a pocketknife. Those who know 
him are inclined, however, to doubt his weird 
boast, much as the revolting story of Harry Or- 
chard was doubted by many persons. The ovin- 
ion has been expressed that voung Edwards is 
unbalanced and imagines things that 
never really happened. 

Public feeling is strong against the prisoner 
with the-notched pistol, however, and if the 
brutal murder with which he is now charged 
can be fastened on him, the authorities say he 
wi.l hang in all probability. Here is the story 
of the last murder charged against Edwards, 
which would entitle him, under his own state- 
en to cut the fifteenth notch in his revolver

J. W. Davis, a married man with a young wife 
and a 2-year-old baby, was superintendent for

It is said that Edwards, who was working under 
Mr. Davis, was in an ugly mood the day of the 
murder, and that he tried to start a row among 
the other workmen. For that reason, it is said, 
Mr. Davis ordered him off the works and he went 
away sullenly. 

The only witness to what happened at the 
Davis home that night is Mrs: Mary Davis, the 
widow, who heard everything that took place. 

“We had just come back from Mr. Chadwick's 
house,” she said, ‘‘a l‘ttle after 9, and had gone 
to bed. Someone knocked at the door. My hus- 
band got up and I heard someone say, “It’s Ed- 
wards.’ Mr. Davis opened the door a few inches 
and I heard Edwards say: ‘Do you want me to 
go to work tomorrow?’ Mr. Davis replied ‘Yes.’ 

“At this point my husband tried to shut the 
door. I suppose he must have seen Edwards draw 
a pistol. He almost had the door closed when 
Edwards sprang against it with all his force, 
pushing my husband back several feet. 

“Before Mr. Davis could recover his balance 
Edwards fired at him, the bullet hitting him in 
the hand. On receiving the first shot Mr. Davis 
sprang forward to stop Edwards and to get the 
pistol away from him, I suppose. But the man 
threw himself upon my husband, pressed the 
pistol against his stomach and fired twice. After 
being struck the last time Mr. Davis reeled and 
fell. Edwards made a dash for the door and fled 


in the darkness.” 


J. D. Chadwick, at whose home near by the 
Davises spent the evening, happened to be on 
his porch at the time. He heard the shot, a wom- 
an’s scream and then another shot. He hurried 
in the direction of the shooting and saw a man 
getting away. He found Mr. Davis dying on the 
bed and his wife Sending over him. 

“Edwards shot him,” she gasped between her 
sobs. Her husband died within half an hour. 

Chadwick aroused the neighborhood and armed 
men were soon seeking Edwards. But he 
escaped them in the darkness and made off in 
an endeavor to gain the border. They got him 
finally, and now he is in jail awaiting trial for 
murder. Few believe he will escape the hang- 
man’s noose. 

In all that feud-ridden country of Kentucky, 
Georgia and—dennessee there was never a man 
with such a career as Edwards. If he was not, 
at one time, at least, insane, as his few friends 
declare, then he was the most picturesque liar 
ever evolved in the South, which ts saying some- 
thing. 

At one time he coolly faced a jury that was 
trying him for murder and admitted that he had 
shot 14 men. 

His last killing before the death of Mr. Davis 
was little more than a year ago. He had quar- 
reled with a negro named Sam Brooks in the rail- 
way yards in Chattanooga and had killed the 
man. 

Just then there came a shocking murder on 
Lookout Mount#f—a pretty little girl, Lillie 
Turner, was murdered on its historic summit, and 
her body left in the thick shrubbery. Edward 


Turner was soon suspected of the crime. Edwards 
promptly came forward with the tale that he 
could track his man to his hiding place in 
Breathitt County, Kentucky. He told his story 
so well that Sheriff Shipp allowed him to go to 
the mountain fastnesses of Kentucky in the hope 
of getting Turner. But somebody else got him. 
Edwards returned of his own free will for his 


‘ trial for the killing of Brooks, but there was no 


verdict and he was released on $2000 bail. He 
came to trial in October last again, when another 
mistrial resulted. He took the stand in his own 
behalf and it was then that the whole State 
of Tennessee heard for the first time that 
Edwards had shot 14 men, killing a goodly share 
of them. 

“Are you not afraid to go back to Kentucky?” 
asked Attorney-General Whittaker. 

“Oh, no; I’ve got as many notches in my gun as 
any other man,” laughed Edwards. 

“Had you ever killed a man before you killed 
Brooks?” 

“Indeed I had,” laughed Edwards. “Six or 
seven years ago I killed a superintendent of a 
mine for the Black Raven Coal Co., in Kentucky. 
But I didn’t do it until he had shot me three 
times. I was tried for that when I was still 
crippled and I got five years, which the Governor 
cut to four.” 

“Any more?” 

“Yes; in Breathitt County feuds and in railway 
strikes around Chicago I have shot 14 men alto- 
gether.”’ 

“How many did you kill?” 

“I don’t know. I suppose a lot of them died. 








Every one of them deserved it.” 

“Do you mean that?” 

“Yes, and here’s my pistol to prove it.” 

Thereupon Edwards calmly took from his pock- 
et a well-worn pistol which had 14 notches cut 
in the stock as proof that his shots had 
been fired. As for the Brooks killing, he declared 
that it had been in self-defense, and so strong a 
case did he present that there were three mis- 
trials and his eventual release on bail. He was 
out on that charge when Mr. Davis was killed. 

The telephone and telegraph were called into use 
after the Davis killing. Armed guards were sta- 
tioned along the railways for miles and all the 
roads were patrolled. Then the bloodhounds were 
taken to Alton Park, the murdered man’s home, 
and from there started on the scent. Reports 
began to come in from people who had seen Ed- 
wards trying to get away along little-traveled 
roads. Gov. Patterson of Tennessee offered a 
$250 reward and Mr. Oliver a like amount. Sheriff 
Shipp made it $50 more. Edwards’ description was 
scattered broadcast over Tennessee, Kentucky 
and Georgia: 

“Wanted, for the murder of J. W. Davis, who 
was superintendent for W. J. Oliver, on railroad 
construction work at Chattanooga, Tenn. 

“The murder was committed by a white man 
by the name of Dave Edwards, Friday night, 
March 20, 1908.

Such is the advice to all residents of 
the suburbs which is given by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. The same advice is 
given in a little book entitled “The Case of the 
Goat,” just published by E. P. Dutton & Co., in 
which all the advantages that goat's milk has 
over the eow’s are summed up by the author, who 
is none less than the Englishman who, under the 
name of “Home Counties,” has written so much 
on poultry farming and country life. 

‘The advantages of the goat over the cow for 
keeping in a suburban lot are enormous, The

Irish families that “squatted” on the rocks of 
Harlem in New York knew its value, and the 
Italians who live on the western slopes of the 
Palisades know it today. The Harlem goat is 
no more; civilization has swept it away; but on 
the Palisades many hundreds of goats roam at 
large, eating anything and everything, returning 
home at night to give up their rich pure milk— 
with which that of the cow cannot compare— 
for the benefit of the rosy-cheeked, healthy chil- 
dren of the large families of the villages. St. 
Louisans, too, are learning the value of the milch 
t 


“It is not only that the goat produces a rela- 
tively large quantity of milk, and exceptionally 
rich milk, but that this milk may be drunk prac- 
tically without any risk of tubercular infection,” 
says “Home Counties.’ “How much this means 
in the case of milk supplies for infants is obvious. 
Adults may be able to resist the onslaught of the 
tuberculi bacilli with which so large a proportion 
of cow’s milk is unfortunately charged. Infants, 
into whose diet large quantities of milk enter, can 
hardly hope to come off so well in the struggle.” 

The same author gives a portrait of a goat 
which gave half a ton of milk in one year. He 
quotes statistics furnished by the Secretary of 
the British Goat Society, showing that the daily 
average supply of milk from goats was nearly 
five gallons a week and there are many which 
yleld much more. | | 


George Fayette Thompson of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, says in one of the Depart- 
ment’s recent bulletins: “The goat is needed by 
the poor man who cannot afford to keep a cow, 
and by those people especially who live in the 
suburbs of the large cities, and who work in the 
mining districts.”’ 

Prof. Thompson quotes Peterson, a great Ger- 
man authority, as follows: 

“The possibility of procuring a goat is generally 
within the reach of the poorest families; the risk 
and the insurance premium are disproportionate- 
ly much less in the case of the goat; the goat 
utilizes its food better than the cow and gives 
considerably more milk in proportion to its body 


Dr. Demade, director of the sanitarium at 
Haelbert, Belgium, says: ‘“Goat’s milk, being 
wholesome and beyond suspicion, there is no need 
to sterilize it. It may be taken raw, still pal- 
pitating with those mysterious forces which con- 
stitute life, while cow’s milk, which needs to be 
boiled, sterilized—killed, in fact—is a congealed, 
defunct liquid.” 

So much for the quality and quantity of the 
milk. According to “Home Counties,” it has a 
disagreeable taste only when the billy goats are 
allowed to share the quarters of the nannies, for 
the bucks have an offensive odor, while the nan- 
nies have no smell at all. 

It is easy to keep goats. They need a certain 
amount of shelter, but do not actually require 
more space than a St. Bernard dog. Any house 
that is waterproof and light and sufficiently 
ventilated, will do for successful goat keeping. 
“The goat,” says “Home Counties,” “is an ac-
